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RAVAGED BY A PESTILENCE 


THE CHOLERA’S DEADLY WORK 
STILL EXTENDING. 

ANTENSE HEAT GIVING THE DISEASE FRESH 
IMPETUS—A TERRIBLE STATE OF AF- 
FAIRS THROUGHOUT SPAIN, 

Paris, Aug. 13.—Reports received to-day 
from Marseilles state that the cholera 
there bas received a fresh impetus, owing 
to the extreme heat; that the number of 
new cases has steadily increasod, and that 
the disease is unusually fatal in conse- 
quence of the heat. 

MARSEILLES, Aug. 13.—There were 35 
deaths from cholera im this city to-day. 
Thirteen patients were admitted to the 
Pharo Hospital, five of whom subsequent- 
ly died. 

Maprin, Aug. 13.—There were 4,433 new 
eases of cholera reported throughout 
Spain yesterday, and 1,648 deaths from the 
disease. 

There is great excitement in Seville over 
the Government proposal to abolish the 
power of the local authorities during the 
prevalence of cholera because of their in- 
efficiency in sanitation, and to assume it- 
self the direction of the city’s local affairs. 
The populace are hostile to the doctors 
and averse to any interference in family 
affairs, aud they strongly support the lo- 
cal authorities. Great crowds assembled 
in all the public places last evening to dis- 
cuss the situation, and the Civil Guard was 
called upon to disperse them. 

The ravages of the cholera in Granada 
are horrible. Scores of the victims of 
the disease drop and die in the streets, 
where in many cases they remain for 
hours before they are gathered up at 
night for a hurried and unceremo- 
nious burial in a common tzench. 
The people attribute the visitation to Di- 
Vine wrath and wear amulets to preserve 
them from the disease. The priests and 
Sisters of Charity are assiduous night and 
day in attending tothe wants of the suffer- 
ers. The Archbishop has sold his equipage 
in order to obtain funds for relief meas- 
ures, and has offered his palace as a hos- 
pital. 

Thirty-five new cases of cholera and 81 
deaths from the disease were reported in 
this city to-day. In the province, outside 
of the city, there were 75 new cases and 18 
deaths. The Director of Public Works 
and the wife of another Government 
official have succumbed to the disease. 
The municipal authorities have decided to 
demolish the slums. Quiet has been re- 
stored in Seville. In Saragossa the condi- 
tion of affairs is improving. Granada 
suffers from a lack of doctors, and medical 
students have been detailed to attend to 
patients. 


Rome, Aug. 13.—The Government is ar- 
ranging to convey poor ltalians employed 
at Marseilles and along the French coast 
by rail to Italy.in order to be able to super- 
vise their habits and prevent their in- 
fection with cholera. The Informa, (news- 
paper,) of this city, protests against this 
action as calculated to introduce cholera 
into Italy, and insists that poor Italians 
returning home from the infected districts 
of France should be compelled to travel 
by water and be subjected to quarantine 
before being allowed to land. 

Matta, Aug. 13.—A week’s quarantine 
has been decreed against arrivals from 
Gibraltar, and it has been ordered that no 
passengers from any Spanish port or from 
any French Mediterranean port shall: be 
allowed to land here. 

St. PETERSBURG, Aug. 13.—Itis positively 
denied that there are any cases of cholera 
in the suburbs of Odessa. The town is en- 
joying perfect health. 

HaipnHone, Aug. 13.—The cholera is de- 
creasing. The troops have been withdrawn 
and dispersed along the shores of the bay.

THE LONDON FLOGGING CASE. 
EVIDENCE THAT THE AFFAIR WAS A BLACK- 
MAILING SCHEME, 

Lonpon, Aug. 13.—Mr. Francis, the gen- 
tleman who yesterday flogged Mr. Pearce, 
of the Glasgow shipbuilding firm of John 
Elder & Co., for the alleged betrayal of the 
former’s daughter, to-day instituted a 
criminal action against Mr. Pearce. 
Yesterday the latter explained the 
difficulty to a reporter of the Pall 
Mall Gazette by saying that the charge of 
seduction was false, and that the whole 
thing was only a case of blackmail of a 
peculiarly bad kind. For this statement 
Mr. Francis brings his action. He 
says he thought that Pearce had 
dene him a wrong sufficiently cruel 
in betraying his daughter under the guise 
of friendghip, without adding the in- 
sult of describing the family as black- 
mailers. Mr. Pearce is a rich Conserva- 
tive, and had been selected by the 
Tories to stand as their candidate 
for Glasgow in the coming election. 
He was recently appointed to represent 
the British shipping imterest on the royal 
commission to inquire into the causes of 
the depression of English trade. Mr. Fran- 
cisis a gentleman of respectable social 
standing and is a member of the 
Government Civil Service, being 
an Inspector of Customs. Mr. Pearce says 
he does not intend to notice the action of 
Mr. Francis in bringing suit against nim 
for libel on the charge of blackmail, 
believing. he says, that Francis 
is ‘“‘cranky.’’ Mr. Pearee to-day at- 
tended the first sitting of the commission 
on trade depression. Miss Francis admits 
that she was intimate with Mr. Pearce, but 
says that he did not betray her. She has 
not.seen him for three months, and since 
the separation she has been trying to earn 
an honest living. She exonerates Mr. 
Pearce, and says her parents only wish to 
blackmail him. 


GERMAN ENCROACHMENTIN AFRICA 
JHE SULTAN OF ZANZIBAR FORCED TO SUB- 
MIT—A PROTEST FROM FRANCE. 

ZANZIBAR, Aug. 13.—The Sultan of Zan- 
zibar was notified yesterday by Admiral 
Paschen, commanding the German fleet 
here, that unless he complied within 24 
hours with Germany’s preliminary de- 
mands concerning the possessions claimed 
in Zanzibar by German subjects friend}y 
relations would be dropped. Tne Sultan 
making no reply to this notice within the 
time specified, Admiral Paschen has 
moved his squadron up in frontof the 
Sultan’s palace and taken a position there. 
It is thought that this demonstration will 
have the effect of inducing the Sultan to 
accede to Germany’s demands for an ami- 
eable settlement of the dispute. 

Hamsoure, Aug. 13.—-A private telegram 
tram Zanzibar states that the dispute be- 
tween the Suitan and Germany has been 
adjusted, and that the Sultan admits Ger- 
many’s supremacy in the disputed terri- 
tory and promises to withdraw thence the 
Zanzibar troops. 

Paris, Aug. 13.—The Chamber of Com- 
merce has sent a memorial to the Govern- 
ment protesting against the pretension of 
Germany in assuming possession of Port 
Seguro and Little Popo, on the west coast 
of Airica. and urging the Government to 
maintain the rights of France along that 
part of the African coast. 


BERLIN, Aug. 13.—The Kreuz-Zeitung, in 
an article on the Zanzibar question, says: 
“The moment has come to end the in- 
tricues of Sir John Kirk, the British Con- 
sul-General at Zanzibar, who is well 
known for his anti-German sentiments. 
The present friendly relations between 
Engiand and Germany will undergo their 
first. and verbavs decisive. test in East Af- 





rica. England must remember that Sir 
John Kirk’s attitude may prevent a satis- 
factory understanding.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 13.—United States 
Minister 8. S. Cox has convened a meeting 


of American residents of Constantinople 


for next Saturday to express condolence 
with Mrs. Grant over the death of her 
husband. 

MapDRID, Aug. 13.—Some excitement has 
been created here by a report to the effect 
that Germany has occupied the Caroline 
Islands, which are claimed by Spain. The 
seizure is protested against by Spain, 


which has ordered two war ships to pro- 
ceed at once to the disputed ground. 


Paris, Aug. 13.—Advices from Tamatave 
say that 600 French reinforcements have 
arrived there and that more are expected 
soon. The Italiun Consul at Tamatave, it 
is also said, has gone to Antananarivo for 
the third time to mediate for peace be- 
tween the French and the Hovas. 

The French newspapers comment on the 
great number of German spies discovered 
recentiy in various parts of France. It is 
reported that the Government has decided 
to order the expulsion from French terri- 
tory of all Germans who can be proved to 
be spies or who van reasonably be suspect- 
ed of being such. 

The reports of the massacre in Anam 
were greatly exaggerated. Instead of 
10,000 it 1s now stated that only afew hun- 
dred Christians were kiiled. 


VIENNA, Aug. 13.—The Czarewitch, M. de 
Giers. Russian Foreign Minister: Count 
Kalnoky, Austro-Hungarian Minister ior 
Foreign Affairs; Count von Taafe, Aus- 
trian Prime Minister, and Baron Bela 
d’Urezy.

A Cairo dispatch to the Political Cor- 
respondence says that England has con- 
sented to allow Egyptian trovups to reoc- 
cupy Dongola. 

The Taybiutt reports that aristocratic 
citizens of St. Petersburg are contributing 
money for the purchase of a silver tea 
service to be presented to Mr. Gladstone. 


BERLIN, Aug. 13.—The session of the 
Telegraph Conference to-day lasted six 
hours and was taken up with an animated 
debate on tariffs. There was a marked 
divergence in the views expressed, es- 
pecially those of the Austrian and Ger- 
man delegates, although there was a con- 
sensus of opinion that an alteration of the 
present charges was absolutely necessary. 
Finally the German and Austrian pro- 
posais were referred to the Tariff Com- 
mittee. The majority appear to be in 
favorof Germany. An influential minority, 
including England, supports Austria.

AN ERUPTION OF COTOPAXI. 


AN ECUADOR EDITOR INDULGES IN A 
GRAPHIC ACCOUNT OF THE INCIDENT. 

Panama, Aug. 5.—The steamer Lima, just 
arrived from the coast, brings news of another 
eruption of the celebrated volcano of Cotopaxi. 

La Nacion, of Guayaquil, of July 23, has the 
following concerning the event: ‘*“‘About 1 
o’clock this morning we were awakened by a 
heavy artillery, apparently from guns of the 
heaviest calibre, which could not but alarm us, 
We sprang up hastily from our beds and hurried 
to the baltony: of our house to ask the first 
passer-by what had happened. But the street 
was deserted, and the explosions followed one 
another with wonderful rapidity at times, and 
at others causing a continuous roar, shaking 
the earth and causing the windows and the doors 
of the houses to rattle. We heard no clamor of 
trumpets oor the opposing shouts of ‘ vivas’ or 
* mueras’ which are so frequently heard in bat- 
tle, but what seemed to an artillery combat 
of colossal proportions. * What could it be?” 
* What might it be?’ 

“A teierrum sent this morning from Chimboto 
Guayaquil communicates that in that city, situ- 
ated almost at the foot of that gigantic voicano, 
there was what the residents along the river 
Yana Yacu call an * aluvion.’ 

* The damage done is probably considerable, as 
100 houses were destroyed, probably by this 
*aluvion.” The number of victims is not 
known.” 








MONTREAL'S SMALLPOX EPIDEMIC. 

MonTREAL, Aug. 13.—The President of 
the locai Board of Health declares that smallpox 
is now epidemic here. The Civic Hospital is 
crowded with 36 patients, and a new wing isin 
progress of erection which will hold 50 more pa- 
tients. It is not known how many are suffering 
from the disease in private dweltings. Four 
deaths were reported vesterday in St. Jean Bap- 
tiste Village, the continuation of the city. 

The Chairman of the Health Committee has 
calied a special meeting for to-morrow for the 
purpose of appointing four public vaccinators 
for three months. It is also iutended to securea 
large suyply of vaccine from one of the largest 
establishments in New-Engiand. 

There have been 17 deaths from smallpox dur- 
ing the last two duys. Of the 88 patients in the 
civic hospital 32 are progressing favorably, but 
the other 6 are considered bad cases. Nearly 
if notallof the cases outside of tne hospitais 
are in the east end of thecity. Among the new 
cases reported are those ot the Rev. Fathers 
Langevin and Lauzan, of the Oblate Fathers, 
who, it is thought, contracted the disease while 
visiting patients afflicted with it. 





AN INNOCENT SPECTATOR KILLED. 

Str. Louis, Mo., Aug. 18.—Between 6 and 
7 o’clock this evening Mrs. Michael Karlin, liv- 
ing at No. 820 South Second-street, had a wordy 
altercation with Charles Herber, a laborer, and 
a bricklayer named Eyermann regarding the 


removal of some brick and other building 
material in her yard. Her son Joseph, a 
lad of 18, took her part, and is said to 
have been slapped and knocked down by Herber. 
Mrs. Karlin then told her boy to go into the 
house and get a revolver. e did so, and re- 
turning fired it, presumably at Herber, but 
missed him, and shot John Braendel, an inno- 
cent spectator, through the heart, killing him 
instantly. Mrs. Karlin and her son were ar- 
rested and the body of Braendel was taken to 
the Morgue. Mrs. Karlin is a married woman, 
with eight children. 


ROME'S CHINESE MURDERER. 

MontrEAL, Aug. 13.—Fong Ah Yee, the 
alleged murderer of Sing Lee, ieft this evening 
for Rome, N. Y.,in charge of Chief of Police 
Byrnes of that city, and High Constable Bisson- 
nette. The prisoner will be veid in jail at Rome 
until November, when he wiil be placed on trial. 
Wah Kee, bis cousin here, will furnish him with 
the funus necessary to defray the expenses of 


his trial, and has retained counsel in Utica to 
defend him.

RAILWAY TRAINS BLOCKED 


THE NEW-YORK CENTRAL WASH- 
OUT CAUSING MUCH DELAY, 
DISASTROUS EFFECTS OF WEDNESDAY’S 
GREAT STORM IN THE MOHAWK VAL- 

LEY—A TERRIFIO CLOUD-BURST. 

ScHENECTADY, Aug. 13.—The damage 
done by yesterday’s storm is much greater than 
at first estimated. A sharp fiash of lightning 
was the signal for the storm. Heavy clouds 
gathered in the west. In half an hour the sky 
grew lighter,and it was thought that the storm 
had passed. Soon afterward word was brought 
that a cloud had burst in Glenville and Rotter- 
dam and that the four tracks of the Central 
Road were washed away at Hoffman's Ferry. 
All trains were stopped. 

At 4:30 o’clock a breeze sprang up from the 
west, bringing with it all tre indications of a 
thunderstorm, but only a few dropsof rain fell, 
and immediately afterward the wind veered to 
the east. Then dense clouds extending like two 
huge veils from the sky to the earth approached 
each other in the north, one coming from the 
southwest, the other from the northeast. As 
they came nearer each other they assumed a 
rotary motion. When they came together 
they recoiled, leaving visible for a moment 
a space of clear unebscured sky. Then 
the two clouds became engulfed within 
each other, and oppressive darkness settled 
over the scene, the wind blew a hurricane and 
the water descended, not in Grops or streams, 
but as if dashed down in volumes. After the 
collision of the two clouds, farmers living in 
sight of Walton’s Creek noticed a vast volume 
of water sweeping resistlessly down the gully. 
Upon its surface were borne great uprooted 
trees, heaps of brushwood, and fragments of 
bridges that had been swept away. The two 
arches of the culvert were choked up with the 
débris, while the water, surging down the 
hillside, steadily rose until it became 
nearly level with the railroad tracks, which 
are at this point avout 50 feet above the road- 
way. Suddenly the masonry supporting tracks 
one and two began to crumble. At the same 
moment a west-bound freight train Dassed over 
track tour. ‘Ibe train passed the shaky spotin 
safety, anda brakeman was sent back to flag all 
other trains. A few minutes later the huge 
biocks of stone of which the cujvert consisted 
toppled over and the great flood passed on. The 
culvert was a substantial one and supposed to 
be proof against any strain that might be 
brought against it. 

This morning the water had subsided some- 
what, which made it possible to form a fair esti- 
mate of the damage wrought. Where the cul- 
vert bad been there yawned a gap 120 feet wide 
and from 65 to 75 feet deep, ana through it 
flowed a muddy stream about 5 teet deep. To 
the north of the tracks what had been yester- 
day a meadow several acres in extent was now a 
field covered with huge boulders, cobblestones, 
uprooted trees, and gravel. The débris was from 
8to 5 feet indepth. To the south of the track 
the scene was, if anything, wilder in its aspect. 
The large stones of which the culvert had been 
built lay scattered about promiscuously. Some of 
them, probably several tons in weight, had been 
swept over 800 feet from their foundations. 
Pines, poplars, and elms of good size lay where 
the flood had left them, with their roots twisted 
off and their trunks stripped of their bark from 
root to top. The turnpike along the railroad 
for a distance or about 500 feet was entirely 
blockaded by stones, earth, and logs. The loss 
to Glenville farmers will be very beavy. Pas- 
sengers On Central trains are being transferred 
over temporary bridges. Major Priest, Superin- 
tendent Otis, and other officials are superintend- 
ing the repairing of the raiiroad tracks. The 
delay on the road is very great. One hundred 
aud filty men are at work, andit is hoped that 
trains may be run to-morrow. To-night ail 
trains are blocked. The hotels cannot accom- 
modate the belated passengers. The telegraph 
offices are besieged with travelers. 


UTICA, Ang. 13.—No mails from the east 
have reached Utica since yesterday noon. The 
New-York Centrai’s fast mail east was held here 
on account of the washout near Amsterdam 
from 10 last evening till late this afternoon. 
Trains have runregularly on the West Shore 
during the day, and have been heavily loaded 
with passengers from the Central. 


IrHaca, N. Y., Aug. 13.—Three men were 
killed and another fatally injured this evening 
at McKinney's, a station on tne Cayuga Lake 
Railroad, five miles from here. During the 
progress of a heavy thunderstorm six men took 
refuge in a wooden shed nearthelake. The 
shed was at the base of a perpendicular ledge of 
bolders which form the palisade along the east 
side of Cayuga Lake. herain, which seemed to 
come down in sheets, washed out several of the 
great stones overhanging the cabin into which 
the men had fled for shelter. These fell with 
terrific force, completely demolishing the struct- 
ure and instantly crushing to death three men— 
Michael Mack, foreman of a section gang on the 
Cayuga Lake Railroad; Patrick McMabon and 
Michae! Fabey. Two of the remaining three es- 
caped with a few scratches, but the third. John 
Sullivan, bad his hip crushed and is also injurea 
internally. so that he will in all probability die. 
Fahey and McMahon are both married and leave 
families. 


Norwoop, N. Y., Aug. 13.—The damage 
by the cyclone here last night was somewhat 
overestimated. The loss of life so far reported 
includes only Michael Martin, a farm hand, and 
Mrs. David Fitzgibbons, The injured are: 
Myra Ormsby, aged 18, probably fatally hurt; 
Mrs. George Cramer, 8. E. Leslie, Mrs. Oliver 
Lunderman, Carl ana Rufus King, and Charles 
Miner. The storm raged over a territory 15 
miles in length and from one-half to three-quar- 
ters of amile in width. The wind was accom- 
panied by a terrific hailstorm. The damage 
done to growing crops and to fruit can- 
not be estimated. The principal — losers 
in Norwood are the Norwoo Lumber 
Company, _the Ogdensburg and Lake 
Champlain Railroad Company, by damage to 
bridge und station, and A. M. H. Pearson, by 
damage to broom-handle and hoop factory. 
Over 100 residences and many barns and sheds 
were destroyed or damaged. Several sugar 
bushes were totally destroyed. The damage 
done in Norwood and the immediate vicinity is 
estimated at $150,000. 


SarRatToGesa, Aug. 13.—To-day’s storms, 
including rain, wind, thunder, and light- 
ning, exceeded anything telt here in 
15 years, and over four inches of rain 
fell in three and a half hours. A teamster 
named Chatterton was struek by lightning and 
instantly killed. The flag poles on the Grand 
Union Hote! and Vichy Spring were shattered. 
Lightning also struck several other places, 
Landsiides occurred on the lake road anda 
washout on the Schuylerville division. In the 
lower part of the town streets were submerged 
and cellars inundated. A large amount of dam- 
age was done. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Aug. 13.—There 
were heavy rainstorms along the Hudson this 
afternoon, accompanied by thunder and light- 
ning. Cottrell, Williamson & Co.’s icehouses at 


Glasco were struck by lightning and burned. It 


is supposed they were insured, 


CANAJOHARIE, N. Y., Aug. 183.—The storm 
this afternoon overflowed streams and washed 
outgrain. The large barn of George Fisk at 
Fort Plain was struck by lightning and the con- 
tents were destroyed, 


The washout caused a long delay of through 
mails from the West. No pouches from along 
the line of the New-York Central west of Al- 
bany were received at the Post Office yesterday. 
Everything this side of Albany was on time, 
All the outgoing mails for the West over the 


Central were sent away on the usual trains, 
though with sume disorder in the usual arrange- 
mect of route clerks and mail service oars. The 
usual fast muil train left the Grand Central Sta- 
tion at 9 o’clock jast night. The clerks thst gen- 
erally travel with it, instead of arriving here 
yesterday morning, as they should have done, 
came down from Albany last evening on a local 
train, and waited for the mail train at Yonkers. 
The average delay with through passengers 
wasabout 10 hours. As fast asthey could be 
taken around the washout in wagons over the 
turnpike road, they were transferred to trains in 
waiting on the other side and sent down on the 
local trains from Albany. Literally speaking, so 
a TIMES reporter was informed last night, the 
break mage no difference in the regular number 
of trains that come in and go out of the Grand 
Central Station over the Hudson River Road. 
But notbrough trains camein. Second sections 
brought transferred passengers through from 
Albany. Some of these grumbled a hittle be- 
cause they missed connections, but experienced 
travelers took the delay philosopbically, and 
were glad it was no worse. The 9:15 Chi- 
cago train out last nignt had its usual quota of 
passengers. At Schenectady the passengers who 
took berths understood they would have to 
dress and drive around the washout, but other 
sleeping cars would be awaiting them on the 
other side. The train did not Lave the usual cars, 
butfwas made up from extra cars in the yard.

PHALLAS EASILY BEATEN, 


HARRY WILKES DEFEATS HIM ON A HEAVY 
TRACK. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 13.—T wo thousand 
‘persons witnessed the race between J. I. Case’s 
Phallas (record 2:1334) and W. C. France’s Harry 
Wilkes (record 2:15) to-day for a special purse 
of $4,000 at Belmont Park. Four-fifths of these 
spectators came from Phi ade'phia and made 
their way from Elm Station to the track through 
a@ thick cloud of driving dust, some in car- 
riages, but the great majority on foot. 
The other fifth was composed of farmers and 
farmers’ sons, who drove in from the surround- 
ing country as far away as Norristown in heavy 
spring wagons and Studebaker “jolts.” 
The track could not easily have been in 
worse condition. It was heavy, and al- 
though the brush roller was sent out 
between every heat, the effect was 
hardly noticeable. The crowd overran the fence 
in front of the grand stand ard su blocked the 


course that Mr. Von Ortern refused to start the 
borses unless it was cleared. Betting was iively, 
and until after the second heat the odds were in 
favor of Phallas at $20 to $8. After the second 
heat bets were freeiy made at $25 to $22 with 
Wilkes as the favorite. 

At 8:30 o’clock the race was called. Phallas 
was the first horse to appear upon the track, and 
as he ambled by the judges’ stand with his pecul- 
iar limping gait bis driver, Edwin Bither, was 
greeted with hearty cheers. He was followed by 
Harry Wilkes driven by Frank Van Ness, who 
was also applauded. After two false starts the 
word “Go” wus given, and the trotters 
dashed off, Wilkes in the lead. After passing 
tne quarter pole the stallion gained, and they 
bowled down the secon: quarter neck and neck. 
On the three-quarter stretch Wilkes gained a 
neck, and just as the three-quarter pole was 
passed Phallas breke, and the bay gelding forged 
steadily ahead, winning the heat by two lengths 
in 2:16.. 

In the secund heat Phailas took the pole on 
the first quarter, through a break of Wilkes, and 
gained six léngths. On the second quarter the 
little gelding made a burst, and gained steadily 
on his adversary. They were neck and neck at 
the three-quarter pole, and Wilkes passed the 
stallion on the home stretch, winning easily in 
2:20. 


‘Up to this time Phallas had been the favorite 
in the pools, but after the second heat the tide 
suddenly cnanged in favor of the New-York 


horse. 

The third heat was an exciting one and was 
eagerly watched. Phalias took the lead and on 
the fir,t quarter left Harry Wilkes six lengths 
behind. Onthesecond quarter the New-York 
gelding became nervous and broke, which al- 
lowed the stailion to widen the distance he- 
tween them. On the three-quarter stretch the 
gelding recovered himself, but he was too far 
behind to think of winning, and Phallas kept 
three lengths ahead down the home stretch, win- 
ning the heat in 2:21. 

Now the betting became fast and furious, and 
the friends of both horses railied to the support 
of their favorites. Pools sold even, and the 

ide re bets that were made were 1n tavor of 

hallas. 

In the fourth, and what proved to be the last, 
heat Phalilas had the start, but whea both horses 
turned the quarter pole they were neck and 
neck. Just@fter the quarter pole was passed 
Wilkes broke urd fell a length behind, but be- 
fore the half-mile pole was reached he had 
caught up, and was worrying the stallion neck 
by neck. As they turned the three-quarter pole 
Wilkes gained a neck, ana as they dashed down 
the home stretch the stallion fell behind and 
broke, which gave Wilkes the heat and the race 
in 2:1834. 

As the plucky little gelding pulled up he was 
greeted with a succession of rousing cheers, 
and his driver, Van Ness, and his owner, W. C. 
France, were summoned and cougratulated on 
their victory. 

* Harry would have won the race anyway,” 
said Driver Van Ness, “If the track had been 
in good condition he would have made his best 
time. 

“TIT bave nothing to say,” said Mr. Bither, the 
driver of Phailas. ‘1 lost the race. It was 
tairly won. 1 did the best I couid.”

A DOCTOR TRIES THEATRICAL MANAGEMENT 
TO HIS SORROW, 

Newsure, N. Y., Aug. 13.—Dr. C. E. 
Warner, for the past three weeks business man- 
ager and Treasurer of a ** Summer snap” known 
as the Ceni Comedy Company, which played here 
on Monday evening and was billed also for Tues- 
day, is now here repenting his theatrical vent- 
ure. Hetellsa long story to-day, to the effect 
that he has been victimized by members of the 
compapy during the time he has been with them 
to the extent of $850. He alleges that in answer 
to an advertisement for a business partner with 
capital he joined the troupe at New-York as a 


partner. Ceni, the “star” of the troupe, whose 
real name is said to be Bella Watson, is the one 
for whom he is stated to have paid out much 
money for printing, bill posting, hall rent, trans- 
portation of baggage, &c. To Frank W. 
Decker and Mr. Leuvitt, the former stage 
manager and the latter an actor, he also claims 
to have advanced money. Dr. Warner also says 
that he has paid the actors thrir salaries, in 
some instances, for days ahead. The troupe ad- 
vertised to produce “Coliege Chums,” but War- 
ner says that they have never played it since he 
joined them, and he does not believe they have 
it, or the properties for its production. At 
various places where the troupe have appeared 
they gave a common variety performance when 
they bad any audience. On Monday evening 
the announcement was made from the stage of 
the Opera House that because their baggage 
had been missent from New-York to Troy 
they could not give their regular performance, 
and, as usual, a miserable performance was 
the result. Dr. Warner states that most 
of the money he paid out was ob- 
tained under false pretenses, and he thinks he 
has good grounds for prosecuting the guilty 
parties. He is a middle-aged centleman of pleuas- 
ing addreas,a physician by profession, who re- 
cently came from the South, and who looks as if 
he ought to know better than to be caugbt by 
such a transparent fraud.

DEATH AT THE CROSSINGS 


TWO PERSONS INSTANTLY KILLED 
AT RIDGEFIELD. 

NO WATCHMAN TO GIVE WARNING AND 
COMING TRAINS HIDDEN BY BUILDINGS 
CLOSE TO THE TRACK. 

George Merkle and his little brother Fd 
stopped at 8:30 o'clock yesterday morning with 
their beer-laden wagon at Brinkerhoff’s grocery 
store,a few yards fromthe Ridgefield railway 
station. The store stood at the Bergen turnpike, 
On the road lead ng from Hackensack to Hobo- 
ken, which crosses the track of the Northern 
Railroad of New-Jersey. <A freight house stood 
close to the store and with that building effect- 
ually cut off the view down the track, which 
took a curve and was soon out of sight. 
George transacted his business at the store 
and then jumped up into the wagon 
and started slowly to cross the _ track. 
At that moment the Rockland express came 
dashing along, and before any of the people in 
the Ridgefield station could realize what had 
happened Merkle and his brother were no 
longer to be seen, the wagon was shattered into 
splinters, the two horses, neighing with fright, 
Tran up the road; glass from the beer bottles 
beoke three window panes in the Ridgefield 
station and s'ruck a German laborer somewhat 
severely in the face, and the train which had 
caused allthe damage stopped about 500 yards 
down the track. George and Ed Merkle were 
instantly killed. The body of the former, 
who had his neck and back broken, was 
picked up 5 teet from the crossing; 
that of the latter, whose neck was broken, 
and whose head was severely bruised, was picked 


up 90 feet irom the crossing. The wagon was 
dragged 130 feet down the track. There were 
no gates guarding the crossing and no signals. 
The curve in the track absolutely prevented the 
approach of a train being seen, and it was the 
wonder of many who saw the accident that sim- 
ilar mishaps had not occurred before. There 
are, Moreover, no employes at Ridgefield who 
could have warned the Merkies, The man who 
is dignified with the name of master of the little 
shanty called Ridgefield station 13 the only em- 
ploye there, attending to everything and work- 
ing 16 hours each day. 

The Rock and express, which had nine cars, 
had left Nyack at 8 A. M. yesterday, and was due 
in Jersey City at 9 o'clock. When it reached 
Ridgefield, havine stopped about 10 minutes 
previously at Englewood, it was going at the 
rate of about 45 milesan hour. About 300 feet 
from the freight house Fireman Abraham 
Blauveit saw the wagon on the track, and so in- 
formed Enyineer Benjamin Scribner, who ap- 
plied the air brake and whistled, but it was im- 
,0gsible to check the train on so short a notice. 

he ang ge of the train was carried away and 
the door of the smoke box wrenched off. 

George Merkie, who was 26 years old, and his 
brother, aged 10, were employed by J. Schwinje, 
of No. 241 Garden-street, Hoboken, a bottier of 
lager beer. They had been on this route for two 
or three months only. George Merkle was the 
only support of his mother, who is a widow, and 
of his sister, living at No. 251 Bloomtield-street, 
Hoboken. The bodies were removed yesterday 
morning, and Coroner C. D. Schor will hold an 
inquest to-day.

CENSURING THE COMPANY. 
RAILROAD NEGLIGENCE CAUSED THE FATAL 
ACCIDENT AT CHATHAM. 


Coroner James Douglass yesterday re- 
sumed the investigation into the causes of the 
accident by which, on Aug. 4, three persons were 
killed and three injured seriously by a train of 
the Delaware; Lackawanna anda Western Rail- 
road, neur Chatham, N. J. At the inquest yes- 
terday, Mr. Willard W. Cutler appeared as Pros- 
ecutor of the Pleas, and Mr. Hlavel McGee for 
the railroad company. The bereaved Brown 
brothers were not represented by counsel, but 


their personal friend, Mr. Thomas Armstrong, 
an atturney, of No. 115 Broadway, this city, was

Anus Wierman, aad Miss Lucy stone were 
ladies who went to the assistance of Mrs. Irving 
Brown and the chiid Heien, wno, after the acci- 
dent, were taken to the Chatham station, the 
dead being carried to Summit. Their testimony 
varied on one point, which will be un important 
teature snould legui proceedings follow. Atter 
describing bhowshe rao to the station to assist 
the injured lady and her dauguter, receiving the 
latter trom tue arms of Train Conductor Brown, 
Mrs. Keliy stated that Mrs, Brown, aithougb sufr- 
tering terribly from her injuries and bemvuaning 
the absence of her baoy boy,tor whose safety 
she manifested the keenest anxiety, found time 
to say," Oh, we were guing along so nicely, 
laughing, chatting, and having such a good time 
woen the horrid train struck our catriage.

Miss Lucy Stone 
was ona passing train, but left it to assist in 
curing 1or Mrs. Brown. She saw Mrs. Wierman 
with Mrs. Brown, but could not identity Mrs. 
Kelly as having been present. Miss Stone was 
very positive that the only remarks made by the 
injured lady referred to her own cundition and 
tuat of her relatives. Onceshe referred tu the 
accident, saying something about not knowing 
they were in dunger until the engine struck the 
carriage. lf Mrs. Brown had told Brakemau 
Condit that she endeavored to avoid the collision 
by whipping her horse, instead of hoidiug him 
back, Miss Stone had not heard it; nor hud she 
heard any allusion to hearing a bell or a whistle 
oft warning. 

It was understood that a farmer named Brown 
would be introduced to substantiate Mrs. Kel- 
ly’s story, the object of which testimony was 
conceived to be an effort at showing careless- 
ness on the part of the occupants of the car- 
riuge, but tbe Coroner did not present bim, a 
fact that the railroad people subsequently criti- 
cised as “queer.” Tne other witnesses were 
Josiah Jewiitand Julius Wagner, wbo were in- 
troduced by the Prosecutor to show that any 
reasonable caution on the purt of the ladies 
couid not huve prevented the accident. Mr. 
Jewitt described the road on both sides of the 
Frankiin Mills crossing as very dangerous for 
several reasons, first on account of the deep 
gulches on euch side of the track, second, 
because there is a steep ascent in the 
dirt road, and third, because long 
lines Sof empty freight cars stand on 
the side of the wagon road, thereby rendering it 
impossible to observe a train when more than 
15teet fromit. These stutionary cars also pre- 
vent train people trom seeing travelers. ‘The 
witne:s moditied his testimony somewhat 
under cross-examination by admitting that 
it was possible to observe the top of 
the smoke stack of an engine at various 
points on the dirt road. If a horse could 
be stopped five feet trom the track a train 
might be seen a hundred feet distant. The testi- 
mouy of Julius Wagner was in substance simi- 
lar to that of Mr. Jewitt. He also suid that it 
was difficult to bear an approaching train be- 
cause of the rumoviing noise of an adjacent grist 
mill, the noise of which was somewnat similar 
to that of a moving train. 8S. T. Bray, secretary 
to Superintendent Reasoner, in answer to the 
question, ** Why does your company not piace a 
guard ?” smiled, sbook bis head negativeiy, and 
engaged lawyer McGee in conversation on an- 
otber subject. 

At5:35 the jury retired, concluded not to wait 
for Mrs. Brown’s recovery, and immediately. 
ugreed upon a verdict, which declares that Mrs, 
Josephine M. Brown, Miss Mary Louise Brown, 
and Howard S. Brown came to their deaths 
Aug. 4 by being struck by train No, 23 of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna aud Western Railroad 
while pleasure driving io a carriage. After re- 
citing the tact thut the railroud company, to the 
Ganger of all travelers, bave permitted long 
lines of treight cars to stand on euch side of 
Franklin Mills road, the verdict concludes: 
“ We believe this negligence to be the sole cause 
of this accident, and the road 1s therefore cen- 
surabie, but not the employes of train No. 23.” 

After the verdict the railroad officials mani- 
fested some displeasure at the result. They 
stated that the sound of a train could be plainly 
heard us far as New-Providence, which is three- 
fourths of a mile distant. The whistle was 
blown at New-Provi ence and the bell rang 
continuously from that point to Franklin Mills 
crossing. From a point 300 feet below the cross- 
ing the whole train, they claim. 1s visible, and 
for an eiehth of a mile from that point 10 the 


crossing there is no spot where the smoke stack 
and the topof each car of an approachin 
train is not visible to a person seat 
in a carriage. It is a asserted that 
an approaching train can be plainly 
observ | glancing between the stationary 
boxc:rs. Ifa carriage should be halted five 
teet from the track it is possible to see in the 
direction of either New-York or Chatham fully 
an eighth of a mile, and the width of tne road 

ermits a vehicle to be easily turned around. 
Tt is therefore claimed that at no point within 
300 yards of the accident was it not possible for 
those within the carriage to have both seen and 
heard the approaching train in time to avoid 
all danger, if the ladies had only looked and 
listened. 

Dr. Burling says that the nurse and little girl 
will surely recover within two months. rs. 
Irving H. Brown’s condition is yet critical, but 
he thinks she is siowly regaining her strength 
and in tour weeks may be able to tell how it all 
happened. In addition to the injuries of Mrs. 
Brown described at first it has since been dis- 
covered that several of her ribs were fractured 
and important functionary organs paralyzed, 
pesides which theeffects of nervous prostration, 
fbvence of her baby boy, who, with his two 
aunts, was killed, have produced nervous pros- 
tration of the most serious nature.

FIERCE LIGHTNING AND FLOODS OF RAIN 
AROUND THE TOMB OF GRANT. 

Five minutes after the oaken doors of 
Gen. Grant’s tomb were closed yesterday after- 
noon a driyinge rainstorm, heralded by a stun- 
ning clap of thunder, swept over Riverside Park, 
The men and women who were gazing at the 
tomb rushed for shelter to thé horse shed 
that stands near the Claremont House, 
and to the several canvas-covered shan- 
ties from which lemonade and soda water 
are dispensed. The wind veered rapidly 
from one point to another, driving the 
rain before it in solid sheets. Several vivid 
flashes of lightning drove the drenched way- 
farers who had sought protection under the 
trees from the storm into the open air. Dennis 
O’Brien, a laborer, who stood among a crowd 
under the horse shed, gave a jump as a flash 
lighted up the darkened air. He thought he 
bad been struck by the lightning, and said he 
felt a tingling sensation in the calf of his right 
leg. He was only frightened, however. A lady 
who was at dinner at the Claremont House was 
so frightened by the thunder that she fainted. 

The rain cut furrows in the newly made 
ground and overflowed the trench surrounding 
Camp Grant. It beat upon and badly disfigured 
an immense floral design that stood against the 
trees nearthetomb. This design had been sent 
to the park in the morning by W.C, Robinson, 
of No. 501 Broadway. It was over 15 feet in 
length; too large to be placed un'ercover. A 
linden tree that grew on the hillside to the east- 
ward of the park and on a _line witb the tomb 
was struck by lightning. The storm drove the 
crowd home, but the sun later attracted another 
installment that was thoroughly soaked by the 
downpour that begun at 4 o’clock. In the in- 
tervals that elapsed between the storms the oak 
doors of the tomb were opened. These were 
closed for the night when the “retreat” was 
sounded, The park was deserted lact nisht ex- 
cept by the military guard and the park police.

HE SAYS PRELLER IS ALIVE 


MAXWELL, THE ALLEGED MUR- 
DERER, IN ST. LOUIS. 
PRELLER’S FRIENDS PUT NO FAITE IN 
MAXWELL’S STORY—THSE LIFE INSUR- 
ANCE POLICY. 
Sr. Lous, Aug. 18.—According to a teles 
gram from San Francisco Maxwell, the alleged 
murderer of C. Arthur Preller, now says that in 
due time he will produce Preller alive and well, 
and show where he got the body founi in the 
trunk. Maxwell asserts that the body in the 


left in the hotel for the purpose of procuring in~ 
surance money upon Preller’s life. 


A relative of Preller in this city, re 
cently returned from England, where he visited 
the young man’s family. said yesterday that ne 
doubt was entertained that 1t was Prelier’s body 
found in the trunk. His family are wearing 
mourning for him. They have also reprinted 
photographs of Preller from a negative takem 
some time ago, and sent copies of them to rela« 
tives here. A cousin of Preller, Frank Schles« 
inger, of No. 476 Broome-street, was more in< 
timately associated with the young traveling’ 
salesman than any one else in this city. Preller 
used to have his letters sent to Mr. Schlesinger, 
to be forwarded upon notification by telegraph 
to any part of the country where he could call 
forthem. After Mr. Schlesinger was c.nvinced 
that the mutilated body found in the trunk wag 
really his cousin’s he took prompt steps to have 


it properly cared for and buried, and did all in 
bis power to hasten the arrest of the supposed 
murderer, 

“This reported statement of Maxwell looks 
to me like the desperate defense of a guilty 
man,” said Mr. Schlesinger to a TIMES reporter 
yesterday. “'The assertioa that Prelier is not 
dead is preposterous. The identification of tae 
body was indisputable. James Taylor, who 
knew Preiler intimately, went on from Louis- 
ville purposely to see it and be assured tbat 
there was no mistake. Is it likely that he would 
be so easily. deceived 7?” 

‘Was there any particular mark on the body 
that convinced him beyonda duubt that it wus 
Preller?” 

‘** Yes, there was. Through the carelessness of 
a barber who was shaving him Prelier got a bad 
cut on one of bis hanas, between the thumb and 
the foretinger. “ The wound did not beai readily 
and the scar was conspicuously noticeable ta 
persons in his company. I remember, a few 
nights before he went away from here, seeing it 
begin to bleed afresh while he was playing on 
the piano. Mr. Taylor knew ot this peculiar cut 
and he looked for it the moment he saw the 
body. He found it, and whatever doubt he 
might previously have had was at once removed. 
Ihave seen Mr. Taylor since then and I feel as- 
sured from the conversation between us that he 
was not mistaken. The body was buried ia 
Beiletontaine Cemetery, St. Louis, in a plot pur« 
chased by the tamily.

BAD APPOINTMENTS WHICH ARE 

DUE TO DECEPTION. 

A HORSE THIEF GETS AN OFFICE THROUGH 
STRONG INDORSEMENTS—PROPOSED. AT- 
TACK ON THE REFORM LAW. 

WasHiIneton, Aug. 18.—PresidentCleve- 
tand has again been made a victim by per- 
fidious politicians of the class referred to 
by him in his recently published letter to 
the man who recommended an unfit per- 
son fora Judgeship. On May 16 he ap- 
pointed C. P. Judd, of Colorado, to bea 

Special Agent of the Bureau of Labor Sta- 

tistics. Atthe time the appointment was 

made it was characterized as a bad one, for 
the reason that Judd was a horse-thief. 

Commissioner Carroll D. Wright, in an- 

swer to this charge, wrote a letter to Sec- 

retary Lamar declaring that he had inves- 
tigated the charges against Judd and was 
satisfied that they were all wrong and that 

Judd was allright. The information that 

now comes from Denver is that Judd had 

* been brought to that place from Alamosa, 

Col., on @ warrant charging him with 

horse stealing. The charge made against 

him in May appears to be justified by the 
statement that after his arrest he prepared 

a written confession of his guilt, in which 

he said that he had served one term in 

the prison at Leavenworth, Kan., and two 
terms in the Colorado Penitentiary for 
similar offenses. The press dispatch says 
that Judd asserts that his application ‘for 

@ place was signed by several well known 

Democrats of Colorado and that his ap- 

pointment was due to their recommenda- 

tions. At the Interior Department the 


fact that Judd was highly recommended 
Is admitted to have had great weight in 
securing his appointment, but the choice 
did not fall upon him because of 
the Democracy of his friends. Mr. 
Judd appears to have been a la- 
bor reformer, in high favor as a 
tchengoree rom of that class of political hum- 
ugs, and the candidate of many of them 
for the office of Commissioner of Labor 
Btatistics.

THE-SEVEREsSTORMS BRING’ SPBREDY ‘RELIEF’ 
FROM THE HEAT,

THE'*CHICAGO GAS JOB. 


Sow THE FRANCHIS!@ WAS WORKED 
THROUGH THE OITY COUNCIL. 
Cu1caGo, Aug. 13,—It was discovered to- 
day that the price paid by the NewYork capital- 
ists for the gas franchise granted by the City 
Council last Monday night was $85,000. This money 
was paid to Everhard, Lomas, and Clare, the 
persons named inthe franchise, and they with 
the New-Yorkers at-once became Directors: in 
the new company. It is common talk 
that the grantees named were but ' figure- 
heads, though not exactly 'deadheads, in the 
enterprise, and that the Ald en, as far 
Zaanstal results are concerned, ‘a aotionlly 
granted the franchise to themselves. A history 
of this enterprise from its inception poowy 
hat it was born n the brain o 
enry J. McGueren, one of County Clerk Rysn 's 
deputies, who attempted to engineer a ike 
scheme through the City Council of New- 
Orleans. In this case Chicago 
were to furnish the money, but the 
price-asked by the New-Orleans people was too 
pigh. and the scheme fell through. The 
hicago enterprise was then conceived in 
the poverty of the Aldermen of this 
city, and rapidly ripened. New-Yorkers were 
approached and gaid they had no objection to 
investing in a new gas company in Chi- 
cago provided the franchise could br 
ha on reasonable terms, was six 
months ago, but the work has _ been 
progressing ever since. There wasa good deal 
of legerdemain and trickery in the City Council 
with the ordinance grenting the nchise, 
and it bobbed up an isappeared as its 
promoters desired. As was believed at the 
time when it disappeared, it was taken to 
New-York to trade upon, 4 brought back here 
to be pushed on its way. It was doctored and 
amended, called up out of order, sent back t 
committee when not safe, and finally p 
on Monday night at a meeting, the details of 
which had beam carefully prearranged. 


THE TRADE OF ‘MONTREAL. 





STATISTICS. FOR THREE YEARS AS REPORT- 
ED*BY THE BOARD OF TRADE. 

MONTREAL, Aug. 18.—At the meeting of 
the Harbor Board this afternoon Chairman 
Andrew said: the.tonnage for July, this year, 
was 125,959 tons, which has only been 
exceeded once, that being in July, . 1883, 
when 133,440 tons were reached. This year so far 
the steam tonnage has increased over last year 
22,000 tons. while sailing’ vessels have decreased 
2,000 tons. Speaking ofthe reduction in canal 
tolls he said: “* Up to the time that-this reduc- 
tion took place there bad been received 
over 500,000 bushels more wheut than at the same 
time last year. Since the reduction of dues there 
had been a slight falling off. Taking the last 
three years the export ot pass, oats, barley, and 
rye were to Aug. 5, 905,008 bushels in 1888, 1,251,- 
164 in 1884, and 2,256,290 bushels in 1885. Com- 
paratively little corn seems this yoar 
to have been carried. this way, as we 
had in 18838 853.846 bushels, last ear, 
2,407,886 bushels, and this year only 1,062,7 
bushels. Wheat shows an export of 2,426,585 
bushels thig year, against 1,689,078 bush- 
els jast ar, an increase of ‘787,512 
bushels. Of wheat received in Montreal 
this§ year to Aug. 5—8,415,802 bushels—no less 
than 2,058,319 bushels have come by railway, 
against 1,357,488 bushels by canal and niver 

hether the reduction of canal _ tolls 
will increase the transport of grain is 

question; but I feel satisfied that unless 
the freight oharges hitherto made y 
he river an canal ute can be 
uced the railways will be found keener 
competitors than they have hitherto been. 
T have just heard to-day of contracts made from 
Duluth to Montreal for 8% cents per bush- 
el of wheat, which will oniy be about $1 17 
per ton of 2,000 pounds, and_ contracts 
made for rails fro Montreal to ort 
Arthur at the rate of $2 50 ond ton of 2,240 
pounds, which seems an exceptionally low rate, 
and is an indication that there is comparatively 
little grain to carry in the present condition of 
export trade.”

‘For the 
proper understanding of the reasons urged in 
support of the motion to remand this cause,” 
says the court, “a preliminary statement of 
facts is given. The Atlantic and Great West- 
ern Railway ‘Company, organized under the 
State laws of New-York, Pennsylvania, 
and Ohio, defaulted in payment of in- 
terest op its mortgage bonds, and 
foreclosure writs were commenced in 
1874, a Receiver being appointed. The alleza- 
tions in the bill of compiaint are that the total 
bonded debt of the company at that time 
amounted to nearly $57,000,000, an enormous 
sum as compared with the property and means 
of the company, which was destitute of net 
earnings. At this juncture the bondholders and 
other creditors and shareholders of the com- 
pen entered into an agreement for the organ- 

zation of a new company, to be effected by a 
sale, under the foreclosure suits, of the rail- 
road, with the lling stock, franchise, 
&c. The administration af the company was 
to be bought Under the direct supervision of 
the bondholders, who should have full control. 
The shares of the reconstructed company were 
to be deposited in trust, and the right to vote 
thereon vested in five Trustees, elected annual- 
ly. three to be chosen by a majority in value of 
the second mortgage bondholders, and one by a 
majority in value of leased lines bondholders, 
their voting trust to continue until the third 
mortgage bondholders should receive 7 per cent. 
interest in cash during three years, certificates

THE ANTHRACITE PRODUCERS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 13.—The Philadel-’ 
phia and Reading and the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road Companies, the largest producers in the 
anthracite pool, are understood to-day to be fa- 
vorable toward restriction in anthracite output 
both this month.and in September, deeming it 
to be-absolutely necessary for the safety of the 
anthracite combination. President Sloan, of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western,.still re- 
fuses to assent to a ourtailment. of pro- 
duction, but arguments continue to be used 
with him to make the time of restriction 
for the month of September, if he will not 
agree to itin this month. Both the Reading 
and Lehigh Valley are free to admit that the 
roduction ig in excess of demand, and that if 
he market is to be put in any shape for the 
Fall it must be done’ by restricting the output 
so that there will not be an ex of supplies at 
that time. In consequence of the redundancy 
in stocks prices cannot be advanced according 
tothe customs of the trade with the occur- 
rence of the late seasons, and it is 
argued that this has a demoralizing effect 
upon the market, from which there is no hope 
of recovery so long as the proper remedies are 
not applied. It is believed, however, that a satis- 
Factory arrangement for restriction will be 

ached 2 all the anthracite companies before 
be end of the present month, which will be ac- 
companied by an advance in prices, ding 
members of the trade express surprise that the 
demand has been so limited that even the restric- 
tions imposed upon the output at the formation 
of the pool have to be further curtailed to -meet 
the situation.

OUTLINING. A GREAT SCHEME. 

Sr. Louts, Aug. 18.—The Globe-Democrat 
says,ras coming from a high official, that the ab- 
sorption of the West Shore Railroad by the 
Vanderbilt lines is only:a part of a scheme to 
make the New-York Central and Pennsylvania 
Companies masters. ofthe situation in all future 
agreements between the trunk lines and in 
awarding percentages. Their plan is to substan- 


tially control the approaches to New-York from 
the West, either through direct ownership or by 
a threatening attitude toward the weaker lines, 
and to fortify their position strong enough to 
resist attacks from rival companies. They 
have matured a plan for a division of 
territory and _ railway property. which 
stands at the head ef all previous combinations 
to crush out competitions In this arrangement 
Vanderbilt is to havasanother trunk line 
between New-York and Chicago, and one 
between New-York and St, Louis. The latter, 
it is said, is to have the Wabash for its connec- 
tion. The plan is to give the whole of the east- 
bound passenger traffic of the Wabash to the 
Nickel Plate at Fort Wayne, with a through 
car service to New-York via the West Shore, 
and to Boston via the West Shore to Albany and 
thence to Boston via the Bostonand Albany. 
The west-bound passenger business of the 
Wabash will be worked by the same route. The 
feight traffic of the Wabash can be given to the 
Canada Southern, and the latter to the West 
Shore at Buffalo, or it can interchange with the 
Nickel Plate at Fort Wayne. This scheme would 
involve a change in the sleeping car service, but 
that, it is said, has already been provided for.

THE TEXAS RAILROAD POOL. 

GALVESTON, Texas, Aug, 13.—To-day’s 
developments in the matter of the Texas Rail- 
road pool confirm the statement made yesterday 
that it has been consummated, and only lacks 
the official signatures of the several railroad 
executives: to put it into effect. President 
Sealy’s telegram to the Board of Directors of 
the Santa Fé Railway, on which the Directory 
voted last night, suggested the elimination of the 
60-day clause which, at the conference here 


was the immediate cause: of the-disruption and 
relegation of the matter back to the originators 
—Gould, Huntington, Sealy, and  Olark. 
As an offset to the concession to 
the Gould’ and Huntington interests, mak- 
ing the term of contract straight 
five years instead of for five years with the 
privilege, on giving 60 days’ notice, of with- 
drawing at the end of the first year. 
The Santa F6é gains outside arbitration for 
all differences that may arise. This prevents it 
from being crowded to the wall by the majority 
interests in the pool and admits of the preserva- 
tion of its independence. While the Board 
of Directors of the Santa Fé Railway 
at its meeting ratified the action of President 
Sealy and warranted him in moing ghead on the 
above basis, it is understood that the action was 
not unanimous, Itis stated that Mr. Sealy will 
at once act on the authority of his Board of Di- 
rectors, and. with the insertion of the changes 
as above indicated, the pool will go into opera- 
tion at the earliest possible moment, using the 
tariff of rates adopted at the conference held in 
this city.

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HOW ALBANY GOT A PRIZE 


-A FOUL GIVES THEM THE DOUBLBP 
SCULL RACE AT BOSTON, 

TWO EIGHT-OARED CREWS BEAT THE BEST 
PREVIOUS RECORDS--NEWARK WINS 
TEE PAIR-OARED RACE, 

Boston, Aug. 13.—Between 10,000 and 
15,000 persons witnessed the final contests in the 
thirteenth annual regatta of the National Asso. 
clation of Amateur Oarsmen on the Charles 
River to-day. Many ladies were present. Shortly 
before the time arrived forcalling the first event 
of the day a heavy squall, with rain, came up, 
but by 2 o’clock the clouds broke, the wind died 
out, and the river became smooth. Half 
an hour later the conditions for excel- 
lent} sport were as: favorable as could be-wished 
for. With these favorable circumstances the 
regatta’ would have been as successful as any 
one in the history of the association had it not 


been for the disagreeable termination of the 
double scull race. 

In this race were the following: M. F. Mono- 
han, bow, and T. H. Monohan, stroke, represent~ 
ing the Albany Rowing Club. of Albany, N. ¥.; 
O. J. Dolan, bow, and C, J. Porter, stroke; of 
the Middlesex Rowing Club, of Cambridge- 
port, Mass.; H. M. Nash, bow, and J. 
W. tLavers, stroke, of the Oity Point 
Rowing Association, of Boston, and 


D, J. Murphy, bow, and J. H. O'Neil, stroke, of 
the Crescent Boat Ciub, of Boston. The Ores- 
cents had the best of the start, and quickly ob- 
tained a lead of a length over the Middlesex 
men, who were about half a boat’s length in 
front.of the Albany men, with the City Points 
close behind on the outside of the Al- 
bany boat. As Murphy and O'Neil spurted 
to lead, the Middlesex men pulled over 
into the Albany men’s water, while the City 
Points,by flanking the Monohans on the opposite 
side, prevented them from rowing over to avoid 
a foul with the Middlesex crew. Thus a foul be- 
came inevitable between one or the other of the 
local crews, and the Monohans and the Middlesex 
crew made the foul, one of their sculls strikin 
the windsail on the Albany shell and knocking i 
athwart ship, where it remained as an obstrud; 
tion throuchout the race. The Monohans soppe 
rowing when fouled by the Middlesex boat, bu 
as soon as they had clear water they resum 
their struggle for victory. By the foul the 
had lost some dozen lengths, and although they 
did some magnificent rowing for the remaindet 
of the course, the lead obtained by thé 
Cresent pair was too great to be overcome, 
As it was, they were only beaten by the 
Cresents by two lengths. As the foul 
curred just after the start, thousands 
of spectators near the finish did not see it, and 
the winning pair were cheered heartily. Tha 
Monahans at once put inaclaim of foul, and 
Referee Shaw, after reserving his decision ap 
after all the other events were contested, a 
lowed the claim and ordered the race to be 
rowed over. There were exciting scenes among 
the spectators and groups of interested par- 
ties in the boat club houses when the 
particulars of the fouling became known 
and there were many fassertions that the foul- 
ing was tne result of a combination between 
the local crews to defeat the Albany crew and 
allow Boston to gain another victory, The feel- 
ing became very bitter, and nearly all the visit- 
ing oarsmen were loud in denouncing what 
they termed the unsportsmanlike conduct 
on the part of the local scullers in thig 
contest. The Crescent crew refused _ ta 
row the race over again, claiming that 
they were leading when the foul occurred; that 
they had nothing to do with it, and had won the 
race fairly on its merits. The referee, however, 
thought that the fouling had destroyed the 
chances of the Albany crew for victory, and, 
upon the Crescent’s maintaining their decision 
not to row again, Shaw gave the race tothe 
Albany pair. Protests were entered by the 
Crescents, 

The first race-of the day was the final heat. in 
the senior singles, in which the contestants were 
Monohan, of the Albany Rowing Club, of Al- 
bany; Daniel Murphy, of the Crescent Club, 
Boston; Fred Gastrick, of the Modoc Club, St. 
Louis; 8. Scholes, of the Don Amateur Club, 
Toronto, and FE. J. Muleahey, of the Mutua] 
Boat Club, of Albany. <A _ fine start .was 
made, all five boats getting away bow 
and bow, rowing thus for 500 yards, 
after which Mulcahey, by increasing 
his stroke.*got a lead of one’length with the 
others still bunened on nearly even terms and 
rowing hard for second position, Monohan had 
dropped two lengths to the rear of Murphy and 
Scholes, while Gastrick was left a dozen lengths 
in the rear and virtually out of the race. 
When half a mile from the finish 
Mulcahey had increased his lead to 
two lengths, and Scholes, by spurting, 
had left Murphy a length behind. On the last 
quarter Murphy began to do some remarkable 
sculling. Witb long, sweeping strokes and 
lightninglike recovery he not only overhauled 
and passed Scholes, but put himself on even 
terms with Muleahey. The race to the finish 
was nip and tuck between Murphy and Mulca- 
hey, buat the former, by tremendous efforts, 
forced his boat over the line half a length ahead 
of his competitor. Scholes was a close third 
and Monohan only a length behind, Time—9:42. 

The contestants in the four-oared race were 
the Fairmount Rowing Association, Philadel- 
phia: Columbia Boat Club, of Washington, D, 
C.; Nautilus Rowing Club, Hamilton, Canada, 
and the Albany Rowing Club, Albany, 
The Nautilus crew took the water 
first, and led the way to the _ finish. 
The Columbia crew rowed only a quarter of a 
miie, when they witndrew to reserve themselveg 
for the eight-oared contest. The Nautilus crew 
won by six lengths, the Fairmounts second, and 
the Albany third. The Nautilus’s time was 
8m. 23s. é 

The pair-oared race came next, with Robert 
McCann, bow, and W. §. Mosely, stroke, 
representing the Mutual Club, of Albany; 

ohn W. Shreeve, bow, and John \ 
Barr, stroke, of the Aleyone Boat Club, Eliza- 
beth, N. J.; G. D. Phillips, bow, and M. T; Hard, 
stroke, of the New-York Athletic Club, of New- 
York City, and Fred Freeman, bow, and John 
Weldon, stroke, of the Ariel Boat Club, of New- 
ark, N.J. The Ariels obtained a slight lead at 
the start, but the Athletics were soon on even 
terms withthem. For half amile the Athletics 
and Ariels rowed stroke for stroke and bow 
and bow, with the Alcyones and the Mutuals 
only one and two lengths behind. mornacst east’ 
Then for another half miie the ariels and Ath- 
letics alternately led by haif a length, each 
spurting to row down tne other. The Athletics 
weakened in the last quarter of a mile, their

In the final heat for junior singles were Peter 
Snyder, of the Mutual Ciub, Albany; John H. 
Kuyl, of the Excelsior Club, Paterson, N. J., 
and Mathew Quigley, of the Institute Club, Al- 
bany. Kuyl was left behind from the start, 


Snyder and Quigley spurting together on even 


terms at a terrific pace, each struggling for the 
lead. For three-quarters of a mile they kept up 
the stroke of 42 to the minute, with the advan- 
tage first in favor of one and then of the other, 
painter, perceptibly weakened as they entered 
the last half of the course, and caught crab 
after crab so that Snyder won with ease by 20 
lengths in 9m.

One of the finest contests of the day, and the 
fastest in the class ever rowed, was the eight- 
oared race between the Columbia crew, of 
Washington, and the Crescent crew, of Boston.

100 yards of the finish. Then the Columbia 
crew did some of the finest work ever witnessed 
inasimilar contest and won by a lengthand a 
half in 7m, 46%s., beating the.record by 5s.

RICHMOND CAPTURES THE-OMNI- 
BUS STAKES. 
BLMENDORF AND PETERSBURG ALSO WIN 
FOR THEM—A MUDDY TRACK AT MON- 
MOUTH—MR. PINCUS SUPERSEDED. 


The horses had a hard time of it yester- 
day at Monmouth Park, and will feel the effects 
of their struggles in the mud for some days to 
come. It had rained heavily on Wednesday and 
the track was in a deplorable condition. The 
good things which the knowing ones had ar. 
ranged in their minds were scattered to the 
winds. Which were the best horses in 
the mud was a problem the betting 
ring tried hard to solve, and the odds 
shifted considerably before each race. The 
prowd of spectators was very large, as the 
Omnibus Stakes for 3-year-olds was to be run, 
and the entries were such as to insure a hard 
struggle. Mr. Kelso had scratched Longview, 
as the track was unsuited to him, and depended 
upon Saltpetre, but although Hayward was in 
the saddle he failed ignominiously, and got no 
better than sixth. Mr. Keiso may now think 
that he made a mistake in not.sending Longview 
to the post. Richmond was ridden with great 
judgment by McLaughlin, and although carry- 
ing a penalty of five pounds, outfooted his com- 
petitors on the home stretch, and won the prize 
for the Dwyers, while the despised Wickham 
secured the second piace from Tecumseh by 
sheer gameness. 

As predicted in these columns, Wanda’s hard 
race with East Lynne on Tuesday spoiled her 
chances, and she was only prominent in the 

rst half mile cf the race, while the heavy go- 
ng and the penalty of S ponnms stopped St. 
Augustine, who was pulled up and was abso- 
lutely last. .Goldfellow ran in front during the 
pecund haif mile of the race, but quit on the 
stretch.

PILLAGING THE NORTHWEST. 
———_———— 
SERIOUS ACCUSATIONS MADE AGAINST GEN, 
MIDDLETON AND HIS TROOPS, 

Monrreat, Aug. 13.—Riel’s counsel have 
carried out their threat in reference to publish- 
ing the letter of the Rev. Father Andre, of Ba- 
toche, as to the real causes of the rebellion. It 
contains some startling statements concerning 
the conduct of the troops in the Northwest. 
The prime factor in bringing about the rebellion 
was the abnormal system of government under 
which the Northwest has been ruled. Whites 
and half breeds agree in demanding the cessa- 
tion of this system and the adoption of a con- 
stitutional régime, as without an immediate 
remedy it is calculated to produce greater harm 


ig the future than it hasevenin the past. It 
was the centralization at Ottawa which precip- 
itated the Jate rebellion, and that rebell- 
ion would have been obviated if the 
Northwest had had aresponsible Government 
with authority to redress the grievances of 
which the half breeds had s0 long complained. 
It was the culpable negligence of the Govern- 
ment that brought Riel into the country be- 
cause the exasperated half breeds, seeing that 
they were treated with contempt and that they 
could not obtain justice, concluded that the 
only way that remained to them to secure their 
rights was to get Riel to come among them, as 
he alone, in their opinion, was able. to bring the 
Ottawa authorities to reason. Riel, he says, 
came and the ruin he entailed is known, but the 
Government can make their mea culpa for their 
delays in applying the measures which would 
have secured the tranquility of the country, 

Father Andre further states: ** All Canada is 
proud of Gen. Miadleton’s success and that of 
the volunteers. We rejoice as much as the rest 
of the nation that the rebellion is ended. We 
strenuously opposed it, foreseeing all the mis- 
fortunes 1t would entail, but | must say at the 
risk of shocking many whom I love and esteem 
that the army dishonored themselves by the 
shameful pilla which they committed not- 
withstanding the General’s proclamation to the 
contrary. do not speak from hearsay, 
but from positive facts. I have several 
times inspected the district around Batoche 
and I can affirm that for a distance of 25 miles 
all the houses on the south bank of the Sas- 
katchewan were sacked and plundered and over 
20 of them burned and razed to the ground, 
That region, previously so flourishing, now of- 
fers a picture of the most Copraming esolation 
and distress, The volunteers pillaged the inhab- 
itants of all they had in the way of horses, 
roods, and clothes, leaving them only what they 
had on their backs. The General was humane 
and kind, but he assisted impassively at all 
the piagin around him, despite his proclama- 
tion. Indeed, as if to encourage the others. he 
himself appropriate a fine horse and vehicle be- 
longing to one Manuel Champagne, which he 
made a present of to Thomas Ibouri. These are 
facts of which I am certain, and the Militia Min- 
ister may affect ignorance as much as he pleases, 
They are not the less real and true. The result 
of all this is that our poor half breeds are in a 
state of frightful distressand misery. I regret 
that Gen. Middleton did not complete his work, 
and that to plunder ne did not add massacre, as 
the latter would have at least spared us the 
painful spectacle of the prolonged agony we see 
around us.” 

The remainder of the reverend gentleman’s let- 
ter is devoted to warnings to the Government 
which, he says, have need to act with much 
prudence and circumspection in the Northwest 
question, as the half breeds are a powerful ele- 
ment in that region, exercising great influence 
over the Indian tribes, and therefore dangerous 
to persistently irritate. Now that Riel is tried 
and condemned he advises tho Government to 
act with mercy toward the unfortunate and 
ignorant Metis whom Riel seduced and blinded, 
and whom they have now in prison at Regina. 
He argues that if they continue to treat them in 
a spirit of vengeance, race hatreds and discords 
will be provoked where none now exist. A new 
Ireland will be created in the Northwest and the 
promising future of the Dominion will be per- 
manently blasted. 

At a meeting held last.night at St. Sauveur, at 
which 5,000 persons were present, an address and 
a purse of te were presented to Messrs. Le- 
mieux and Fitzpatrick for defending Riel. Mr. 
Lemieux requested that the purse sent to 
Arch “ag 3 ‘ache to relieve the wants of Riel’s 
family. r, Fitzpatrick spoke of the absurd 
antipathies between the French Canadians and 
Irish, and said that in taking up Riel’s defense 
he was desirous of paying back to the French 
Canadian element a small measure of the debt 
that the persecuted Irish owed them for their 
welcome on landing in this country. He added 
that Riel had done no more for his own people 
in the Northwest than French Canadians had 
done here in 1837. Both speakers were most en- 
thusiastically cheered, and a resolution was 
passed asking the Government to appoint a 
medical commission to examine Riel. 

At a meeting at St. Henry last night over $150 
was subscribed toward the expense of an appeal 
to England. 


DECEIVED AND DRIVEN FROM HOME. 

A bright looking girl, who said her name 
was Mary Welz,.and that until:recently she had 
lived with her father at No. 282 Withers-street, 
Brooklyn, E. D.,.accompanied bya well dressed 
woman, called at the office of the Brooklyn 
Charity Commissioners yesterday, and asked 
for the arrest of a young man, John Miiler, 
who lived somewhere, she stated, in Williams- 
burg. The girl stated that one afternoon about 
six months ago, as she was walking on Grand- 
street, shetwas met by Miller, who asked 
her to take a walk. She consented, and 
while walking around he made love to 
her and finally asked herto marry him. She 
consented, and on the following night they met 
by appointment and he took her toa house in 
Grand-street, the exact locality of which she 
does not remember, where they were married by 
aman ** who wore Diack whiskers.”’ Miller then 
told the girl he would take her toa boarding 
house, and walked her around the block to a 
house which she afterward discovered to be the 
same one in which she was married, where they 
remained all night. In the morning Miller sug- 
— that Mary had better live at home until 
1e could furnish a house for her, and she did as 
he asked. 

In the course of the next few weeks the giri 
says she frequently saw Miller, and he always 
told her that he was hard at work furnishing the 
house. Finally she awoke to the fact that she 
had been deceived, and when she accused Miller 
ot having misled her he admitted it. Then he 
went away, and she has not seen or heard of him 
since. Just at this time Mary’s father learned 
of the circumstances, and he drove her from his 
house. She then went toher sister—the lady 
who accompanied her—who took her to the 
Charity Commissioners. Upon the advice of the 
latter, the girl, who isina delicate condition, 
was sent to a private jhospital, and every effort 
will be made to secure the arrest of Miller. 





THE WORK OF AN INVENTIVE. MIND.

Chase, of thiscity. Neither of these is missing. 
There is also a catboat of the same name owned 
by A. Hemenway, of Boston. 





ENTOMBED MINERS RESCUED. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Aug. 13.—Intense 
excitement was created last night at No.8 
colliery, operated by Pardee &Co., near Hazle- 
top. Word was sent to the Superintendent that 
two miners, Bernard McMonagal and William 
Butier, were entombed in the mine by a massive 
fall of rock and coal, which had carried with it 
many props, shutting off allfcommunication be- 
tween the imprisoned men and the other miners 
inthe slope. Ina short time the news of the 
accident had spread, and soon nearly 400 mep, 
women, and children had gathered about the 
mouth of the shaft anxiously awaiting news 
from below. A rescuing party was organized, 
and 100 men, bringing into Li, ger picks, 
shovels, and crowbars, set to work, and in about 
two hours had succeeded in removing 80 tons 
or more of débris, when the voices of the en- 
tombed men could be heard. An hour later they 
were reached and were brought to the surface 
in an exhausted condition, having been rescued 
just.in time to save their lives, 


GUARDING AGAINST YELLOW FEVER. 

Austin, Texas, Aug. 18.—Gov. Ireland 
to-day issued a proclamation reciting that it has 
come tothe knowledge of the Executive that 
persons from Vera Cruz, and possibly from other 


places in Mexico, infected with yellow fever, are 
now entering this State by way of El Paso and 
Laredo and other points on the Rio Grande by 
railroad and private conveyance, in direct vio- 
lation of the quarantine proclamation of March 
20, 1885. Therefore he declares that after to-day 
quarantine shall be enforced on the Rio Grande 
against infected places in Mexico. Quarantine 
stations will at once be established at Laredo 
and El Paso, and_inspection be made of all in- 
CORRE, Senos. Passengers on trains running 
out of Rio Grande will be required to show their 
passports from the officers at El Paso and Laredo 
and show that they haye not within 20 days been 
in Vera Cruz or any other place infected. The 
citizens are requested to aid the officers, and the 
Governor reminds the people of the penal stat- 
utes against violating the quarantine rules and 
aws.

PARTICULARS OF HER LAST ILLNESS—HER 
RECENT LITERARY WORK. 

From the San Francisco Call, Aug. 5. 
Helen Hunt Jackson, better known. un- 
der her pseudoym of “ H.H.,” is lying danger- 
ously sick at the house of a friend in this city, 
Four or five months ago, while in Los Angeles 
County, Mrs, Jackson had a serious fall which 
resulted in a fracture of the knee. Suffering se- 
verely from this, she came to this city some four 
months ago and put up at the house of an old 
friend. lt may be parenthetically stated here 
that the name and residence of this friend are 
purposely omitted from this article to the end 
that the patient may not be disturbed by the 
messages or visits of well meaning but per- 
haps thoughtless friends. At first it was hoped 
that owing to the natural vigor of her constitu- 
tion she wou!ld recover from the accident 
and get gomtnrsapiy over the internal 
ever which seeme to take a violent 
old upon her. She showed then no symp- 
toms sufficiently dangerous to alarm her watch- 
ful friends. She was able to partake heartily of 
her meals, and it seemed more than probable 
that Mrs. Jackson would at an early day be able 
to resume her active habits. But suddenly the 
fever grew stronger and the system weaker, the 
stomach refused to retain solid food, and grow- 
ing still weaker it finally refused to retain light 
chitken broths and beef teas. Still no alarm was 
felt. Mra Jackson, to all appearance, seemed 
still the bright, happy, cheerful woman wko 
made, when well, everything so pleasant around 
her, Though stretched upon a bed of sickness, 
with vic'ent fever gnawing into her very vitals, 
and her body so debilitated that she could hardly 
raise herself, and the strength of her digestive 
organs so exhausted that they refused to receive 
any nourishment, her mind still retained its 
early vigor, her voice still its hearty cheeriness, 


‘her conversation still lacking neither jest nor 


wit, 
These symptoms inoreasing, it required the 
utmost ingenuity of her friends and medical at- 
tendants to deyise some means by which nour- 
ishment could be introduced into the pody. 
a rb it was resolved that frozen cream should 
tried, and the experiment has so far suc- 

ceeded well. This cream has to be given her in 
— afrozen condition. If, by chance, it 
appens to but slightly melt in the spoon be- 
fore being swallowed, it is at once rejected. 
For the past month this has been her condi- 
tion, It seems a gradual decaying of all 
physical power, a _ gradual though brave 

elding to death. Though daily losing vitai- 
ty, Mrs. Jackson shows upon her bed of

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PEDERATION OF THE WINDWARD 
ISLANDS. 
From the. Manchester Guardian. 

Anmeffort, which has been only partially 
successful, has recently been made by the Colon- 
ial Office to improve the government of the 
small group of British tropical colonies known 
as the Windward Islands. These-are five in num- 
ber, consisting of Barbadoes, Grenada, St. Lucia: 
St. Vincent, and Tobago, forming a fringe of set- 


tlements hordertng the eastern end of the Carib- 
bean Sea in the West Indies, The five islands 
have. hitherto been under one Governor, Sir 
William Robinson, who has resided at Barbadoes, 
but that island alone has enjoyed a representa- 
tive slature. lt appears that the inhabit- 
ants of Barbadoes are more.advanced than those 
of the other colonies, and their administration 
has now been made qu te separate. A scheme was 

lso made by the Colonial Office forthe federa- 
fon of the other islands with one Legislature and 
Government. The main object of this proposed 
union was an assimilation of the laws and tariffs 
of the four islands with a view to the promotion 
of freer commercial intercourse between them 
and for their educational and general advance- 
ment. The part ot the scheme which has been 
carried out is the administrative union of the 
islands under one Governor, but the opposition 
to legislative confederation ‘has in each case been 
so strong that this object has at present 
been .abandoned. It is difficult to gather 
from the papers contained in the Blue 
Book just issued upon these  ques- 
tions the whole of the grounds upon 
which the plan of confederation has been 
thwarted. Generally they appearto be mutual 
aca gh between the people of the Mees 
islands, fears of increased taxation, the recen 
depression in the staple industry—that of sugar 
growing—and a desire for complete self-govern- 
ment. The proceedings at the various meetings 
at which the scheme of the Colonial Office has 
been opposed do not in all cases afford much 
evidence of enlightenment and self-control, and 
certainly they show a want of appreciation of 
the advantages which it has been the desire of 
the Colonial Office to bestow upon the islanders. 
The entire group of the Windward Islands has 
an area of about 800 miles—rather more than 
one-tenth.of that. of Wales—and a. population 
of: 811,400. 





LETTERS VERSUS TELEGRAMS. 
From the Chicago: Current. 

A-telegram should be followed with a 
letter, unless communication has been well es- 
tablished by wire. Letters are distributed by 
grown men, expert in their business to a degree 
that astonishes any one who contemplates the 
triumphs of their art. But telegrams are 
deliverea by sleepy and stupid little boys, 
who dream mostly of little boys in 
books who went in swimming and never 
carried telegraias. Qne of these little boys, ina 
great city, will be given a dozen dispatches in- 
volving a half day’s travel. The first party ad- 
dressed is not at the place addressed. The boy 
so marks the envelope and proceeds on his way. 
Atthe end of many hours he returns to the 
main office and reports that he tailed to 
find his man. No one ever heard of any 
further action by the telegraph company, 
other than in rare cases a dispatch to the 
sender, some time the next day. to the effect 
that “Yr msg to J. Smithfield notdld.” A 
letter to any fairly known resident of any city 
will reach him if no malicious person intervene 
to divertitto the Dead Letter Office. But a 
telegram to any vwrivate citizen, addressed at 
his place of business, is by no means a trust- 
worthy method of transmission, and the per- 
eentage of such communications which ‘* go 
astray” is enormous. 
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TURNER’S DRAWING OF EDINBURGH 
CASTLE.

In 1857 the late proprietor of the Bristol

TEXT OF THE PROPOSED BILL TO “TAX: OLD 
BACHELORS IN GEORGIA. 
From the Savannah (Ga.) Times, Aug. T. 

There are a number of parties in Savan-: 
nah who will feel a personal interest in-the bill 
recently introduced in the Legislature by Mr. 
Connell, of Decatur County, to tax old bachel- 
ors, and so we present the measure in full for 
their consideration. It is as follows: 


A bill to be entitled an act to prohibit: the evil 
of too many old bachelors in the. 8tate-of Geor- 
gia, and for other purposes. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of Georgia, now convened 
that from and ufter the p e of this act all 
male inhabitants of this State who have arrived 
at the age of 30 years, and who have never mar- 
ried, shall be taxed $2 50 per annum for tne en- 
joyment of this unmarried state, and each year 
so long as they shall enjoy the enviable position 
in life of single blessedness. 

Sxc. 2. Be it enacted by the authority afore- 
gaid that the taxes so col) shall be appro- 
priated to the school fund in,the county where 
the old bachelor paying said tax may reside, in 
order to pay the tuition of ohildren who hav 
no fathers, and that said taxes shall be collected E 
in the same manner that poll taxes are collected. 

Sno. 3. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid: That any old bachelor falling under 
the provisions of this act shall be relieved from 
this extra tax by marrying. And the good ladies 
of our good and grand old Commonwealth are 
hereby earnestly requested to join the reformers 
and moralists of the country 1n order to correct 
this most monstrous and ruinous evil which now 
stalks abroad in our sunny South and would-be 
virtuous land. : 

Section.4 repeals all conflicting laws.

Ninety per cent. of the 
deaths during the past two years were of poor 
persons who sickened, died, and were buried 
without the aid, comfort, or attendance of a 
doctor or a clergyman, and without poor relief, 
many of them dying of actual want. Before I 
was herea fortnight [ saved the life of a poor 
woman and her children who were dying of 
starvation, sickness, and neglect. Even the 
people of Kingston do not know what is the 
real condition ot the poor blacks here, A sweep- 
ing reform is needed.”

Mr. Philip 
at once went to the spot, and there lay both rab- 
bit and snake dead, the first from the effects of 
the poison fangs and the latter from the severe 
scratches and wounds on its body inflicted by 
the claws of the enraged littie rodent. The rep- 
tile’s powers of escape had been neutralized 
through its having gorged itself by makinga 
meal of two of the young rabbits out of the 
four which the nest contained. It was evident 
that the mother had just returned to her youn 
as the snake was finishing his meal, and ha 
bravely died in defense of her offspring, but not 
before she had succeeded in visiting with a siml- 
a Pig the unwelcome and overgorged in- 
ruder.

Another illustration of the utter worth- 
fessness of the recommendations of prom- 
inent politicians appears in the case of C.

It is understood that neither the Domin- 
jon Government nor the Government of 
Great Britain caresto recognize Mr. JAMES 
WHELAN as Consul of the United States 
at Fort Erie, and that he will not be able 
to secure his exequatur. Mr. WHELAN’S 
prominent connection with Fenian organ- 
izations and Fenian movements in the 
past does not recommend him to the 
Canadians now. His appointment is one 
that ought not to have been made. 














The worst thing in the letter of Father 
Anpbré, of Batoche, which RreL’s counsel 
has given out for publication, is the de- 
plorable account it gives of the conduct of 
the Canadian volunteers under Gen. Mip- 
DLETON. He declares that they plun- 
dered the people without mercy, lay- 
ing waste the country for twenty- 
five miles around Batoche, in many 
cases burning the houses. The priest 
goes so far as to say that it would have 
been a mercy to massacre the inhabitants 
rather than leave them in such a state of 
destitution and distress. This is a shame- 
ful picture of the behavior of the troops 
sent out to put down the rebellion, but 
the general administration of the affairs 
of the Northwest Territory seems to have 
been hardly less discreditable to the Ca- 
nadian Government. 








The Electrical Commission must have 
been surprised, in spite of the knowledge 
obtained by its members of the impudence 
of corporations, by the application it re- 
ceived yesterday from: a lighting com- 
pany to erect poles in a street now unob- 
structed.

The Northern Railroad of New-J ersey 
yesterday killed two persons by the fa- 
miliar New-Jersey device of running a 
train at full speed past an unprotected 
crossing. All the elements of an “acci- 
dent” had been thoughtfuiiy provided by 
the company. There was a sharp curve 
close by, and, lest this should not 
be efficacious, buildings intervened so 
as to hide the approaching train 
from persons about to cross the track. 
If a verdict of, say, $10,000 were recov- 
ered against the company for killing these 
two persons, it would have a whole- 
some effect. That sum would more than 
suffice to pay for protecting the crossing 
in question for ten years, and a few such 
verdicts would convince the company 
that it would save money by providing 
such a protection. If no damages are re- 
covered from the company it will go on 
leaving the crossings unprotected and 
sacrificing an occasional life to reduce 
operating expenses. 








One or two of the London newspapers 
have adopted toward Lord RaNDOLPu 
CHURCHILL acourse which, if it had been 
taken earlier, would have been efficacious 
for his suppression. Inasmuch as he has 
declared that he cares nothing for the 
press, they cut down his last speech to 
a length; determined by its intrinsic in- 
terest, and refrained from making any 
comments upon it. If all the news- 
papers took this course Lord RaNDOLPH’S 
name would be forgotten, and all the 
newspapers would have taken this course 
years ago if this impudent youth did not 
happen to be the son of a Duke. 








THE RULES INTHE CUSTOM HOUSE. 


The question at issue between Collector 
HEDDEN and the Civil Service Examining 
Board is one of construing the rules gov- 
erning appointments. These rules are to be 
obeyed by the Collector precisely as the law 
itself is to be obeyed, but in common with 
the law, and with all laws, the rules may 
admit of different constructions. Lan- 
guage is not so perfect an instrument that 
even with the utmost care and skill in its 
use it can always be made to bear only 
the one intended meaning and exclude 
all others. The Collector declines to ap- 
point Mr. Lavck as an assistant gauger 
because Mr. Lauck is the only person 
who has passed the special examination, 
while the rules provide that four eligible 
persons shall be certified to him by the 
Examining Board. The Examining Board 
reply that the rules allow them to’ certify 
fewer than four names ‘‘ when good 
reasons, approved by the commission, 
may require.” The ‘‘ good reason” in 
this case is that Mr. Lauck’s name is the 
only one they can certify to the Collector, 
as it is the only one on the eligible register. 
This difficulty is not a very serious one. 
It will be met either by holding further 
special examinations, which the Col- 
lector can call for, or if the Secretary of 
the Treasury be appealed to he may obtain 
an opinion from the Attorney-General. 
This latter course does not seem to be 
necessary, for the Examining Board has 
no wish or power to compel the Collector 
to choose from fewer than four names. 
Their construction is that he may legally 
do so, and there can be very little doubt 
that they are right. The Collector, how- 
ever, chooses to insist on his right toa 
larger field for selection. 

Enemies of the Administration and of 
the civil service law will, of course, make 
haste to proclaim wholesale violation 
of the rules in the New-York Cus- 
tom House. It will be said that 
Collector HEDDEN has contemptuously 
trampled the law under foot, and that 
the President will not dare remove or 
punish him because of his intimate rela- 
tions with Mr. HuBert O. THOMPSON and 
the County Democracy. The differences 
of opinion between Surveyor BEATTIE 
and the Civil Service Commission as to 
the dismissal of subordinates who have 
been appointed after examination and 
haveserved their probationary period will 
also be seized upon with glee as further 
evidence of the inability of the Adminis- 
tration to enforce this law which the 
Democratic spoilsmen so abhor. 

We beg to assure ‘our friends the 
enemies of the law that they will err 
grievously if they take this view. Col- 
lector HEpDEN and Surveyor BEgatTTIE 
have too much good sense, too much 
prudence, to venture upon any violation 
of the civil service law or rules. The in- 
tention of the President to enforce that 
law is not a matter of doubt and 
speculation with them, but of posi- 
tive knowledge. We presume they 
read the newspapers. If they do 
they will be able to recall words and 
acts of the President which make his 
purpose sufficiently clear upon that point. 
But as we know that Collector HEDDEN 
and Surveyor BEATTIE are in positions of 
some difficulty, being subjected to the 
daily importunities .of their political 
friends, yet held to arigid observance of 
the law, we take pleasure in citing for 
their benefit and encouragement a fresh 
illustration of President CLEVELAND'S dis- 
position to rebuke and prevent attempted 
evasions of the act of Jan. 16, 1883. 

In the press dispatch from Washington 
printed in the murning newspapers of 
Saturday, Aug. 8, appearéd the following 
announcement: 

“The President to-day amended rule 7 of the 
Civil Service act, defining the class of officers 
excepted from examination,so as to make it 
read that Medical Examiners are not to be classed 
as professional persons except for examination.” 

To most newspaper readers this doubt- 
_lessseemed a mere dry detail of adminis- 
tration. The extension of rule 7, how- 
ever, was an act having an importance 
far beyond its immediate application, and 
we have no doubt that when Pension 
Commissioner Joun C. “BuacK read 





(this hrief paracranh in the news- 


paper he promptly grasped its full 
meaning. Commissioner BLACK is not 
a zealous’ civil «service reformer. 
It happens, also, that being a Northern 
Brigadier having charge of the pension 
business under Secretary Lamar, who 
was a Southern Brigadier, he has for ob- 
vious reasons been allowed considerable 
freedom in the management of his bureau. 
‘Among the staff of his office Mr. BLack 
found 18 Medical Examiners, each re- 
ceiving a salary of $1,800 per year. It 
occurred to Mr. BLack that some of his 
friends and the friends of his friends 
wduld make good’ Medical Examiners. 
The fact that the places had been held to 
be within the scope of the civil service 
law stood in the way. To obviate this 
annoying difficulty Mr. BLack, in a 
roundabout and irregular fashion, got 
an opinion from the office of the Attor- 
ney-General that. Medical Examiners, be- 
ing professional men, were exempt from the 
required examinations. Mr. BLACK there- 
upon proceeded to fill one of the:places by 
direct appointment. The Civil Service 
Commission at once notified the President 
of this evasion of the law, and on ascer- 
taining that the duties of a Medical Ex- 
aminer were not of an exclusively profes- 
sional character, the President extended 
rule 7 to include that office. 

Pension Commissioner BLacK is ‘not 
likely to forget this rebuff. And it will 
have a wholesome effect upon all officers 
appointed under this Administration who 
spend their days and nights in seeking 
loopholes in the law. 

We commend this incident to the at- 
tention of the Collector and the Surveyor 
of this port. When their County Demo- 
cratic friends press their claims too ur- 
gently, and wickedly tempt them to ig- 
nore the merit system, let them cite the 
case of Pension Commissioner BLACK as a 
proof of the President’s careful and reso- 
lute purpose to allow no evasion of the 
law or the rules. 








THE PLAGUE IN EUROPE, 


It is apparent that the reports forwarded 
each day from Madrid concerning the 
number of new cases of cholera and the 
number of fatal cases are not accurate. 
The report for Wednesday showed 4,433 
new cases and 1,648 deaths. But the Ga- 
zette, of Madrid, found for Tuesday 6,464 
new cases and 2,109 deaths, and unfortu- 
nately there is no ground for a belief that 
the mortality is decreasing. Even these 
appalling numbers are not large enough 
to fully show the progress of the disease, 
and neither figures nor words can exhibit 
the terrible condition of the stricken prov- 
inces and the misery of the people. 

Hundreds of thousands of the inhab- 
itants have fled to the northern provinces 
or to some other country. It is plain that 
in many of the cities and villages where 
the disease has prevailed for some time 
no accurate record of deaths can be kept. 
In one town all of the doctors, all of the 
grave diggers, and all of the Municipal 
Councilors except one have perished, and 
it was reported a week ago that 150 
corpses had been lying in the streets 
for three days. In another town, 
deserted by nearly all of its in- 
habitants, 70 corpses were awaiting 
burial From 50,000 to 75,000 persons 
have fallen victims to the plague in Spain, 
and the death rate is advancing. Not 
only have thousands of merchants been 
ruined, but the Government now begins 
tofeel a loss of revenue. Spain had fair 
warning, and the careful expenditure of 
one-tenth of the vast sum that represents 
the cost of this terrible visitation might 
have fortified the cities against the 
scourge and saved thousands of lives. 
But the warning was not heeded, and in 
the northeastern shore provinces the 
cholera was allowed to gain a foothold 
and to spread slowly but surely at the be- 
ginning of last Spring, while the stupid 
citizens and their stupid Government 
strove for months to conceal its presence 
from their neighbors and from the outside 
world, pursuing a course that precluded 
any attempt to check the progress of the 
disease in accordance with recognized 
methods. 

Within a few days the disease has 
spread from Spain to Marseilles and other 
French cities. There has been a case at 
Gibraltar. Ten cases are reported at 
Odessa, the great grain port on the Black 
Sea. A sailor from Marseilles has died of 
cholera in Bristol, England, and a sus- 
picious case of choleraic disease at a town 
on the Tyne, not far from Newcastle, has 
attracted considerable attention. Thus 
far, however, there seems to be no proof 
that Asiatic cholera has come to any 
English port to stay. Great Britain was 
remarkably fortunate last year when the 
authorities of Paris were stamping out 
the disease in their city. But if cholera 
should begin its work in England the 
mortality would be great, for although 
sanitation has greatly reduced the death 
rate of English and Scottish cities within 
a few years there is still in them an 
abundance of material for such a disease 
to feed upon. 

At no time since the first appearance of 
the cholera at Toulon and Marseilles, early 
in 1884, has there been greater need of 
rigid quarantine and thorough sanitation 
at American ports. There were 300 deaths 
from cholera in Marseilles last week. 
There were less than 1,800 deaths there in 
the entire season last year. The city’s 
harbor is as filthy asever, and late reports 
show that scarcely anything has been 
done to prepare for the reappearance of 
the disease. Consul Mason said in one of 
his reports last August: 

“Any vessel which is moored for even a 
day inthe harbor, or any freight that may be 
landed or taken on board, may become intected 
to a degree which may involve future danger, 

but which uo present inspection can detect. The 
three English vessels which have developed 
cholera during the past month before reaching 
Cardiff and Liverpool had all left this 
port after careful . investigation, and were 
apparently free from contagion. This has 
happened to vessels. which, while in 
port here, permitted no member of their 
crews to land, nor tuok on board either water or 
provisions.. The plain teaching of these facts 
would seem to be that every vessel from the 
port of Marseilles is liable, if not likely, to be in- 
fected despite every precaution of her officers, 
and although the most careful inspection may 
fai) to discover any flaw in her sanitary record 


or present condition.”

THE TARIFF ON LABOR, 

The fact that the last Congress imposed 
a sort of tariff on labor should not be for- 
gotten, and is indeed freshly brought to 
mind by the second case under the law. 
The title of the bil] did not read, ‘‘ An act 
to discourage immigration,” but that is 
the effect of the Jaw—and is its intended 
effect—in so far as it forbids a man to 
promise to work to pay for his passage. 
Obviously such a man or woman must be 
poor. Equally clearly, being able to work, 
and under contract to work, he cannot be 
rejected from these hospitable shores, the 
‘refuge of the oppressed of all nations,” 
asapauper. A special law was passed 
to meet this case. The first case under it 
was that of ten spinners, who were im- 
ported under a promise to work at a grad- 
ually increasing wage, the employer re- 
serving a portion weekly until his ad- 
vances on account of steerage tickets 
were repaid. A more innocent contract 
upon its face cannot be easily imagined. 

And we should suppose the friends of a 
high tariff would find measurable cause 
for approval of this example of the work- 
ing of their system. The wages promised 
were not, indeed, very high. Not to put 
too fine a point on it, the wages were very 
small. Still they must have been more than 
the same operatives could have earned at 
home, or they would not have emigrated. 
And having come here they showed a 
growth of trade and industry due to the 
tariff, more or less directly, and not inex- 
actly measured by the number of the immi- 
grants, to wit, ten persons. This, we free- 
ly admit, may be either a good or a bad 
thing, but we cannot agree with the prop- 
osition that it is both. If it be a good 
thing, let us have more of it; if it be abad 
thing, let us stop it altogether. 

The first case under the law came to an 
untimely end in the Circumlocution Office, 
and the second case is just ripening. The 
Castle Garden officials informed the Treas- 
ury that they had on hand nine girls and 
one man who had promised to work to 
pay an honest debt. Every good citizen 
thereupon confidently expected that the 
men who had promised to give these poor 
people work would be fined and perhaps 
imprisoned, as the statute provides. 
There was even room to hope that if the 
Captain’ could be shown to have had 
guilty knowledge of such an illegal con- 
tract he too would be fined $1,000 for each 
stalwart man or woman whom his boat 
had brought to swell the number of Amer- 
ican citizens. 

But all great reforms move slowly, and 
the wheels of progress in this case were 
clogged because the affidavits were sent 
to the Attorney-General instead of to the 
District Attorney. It appears that no 
particular official is charged with the par- 
ticular duty of executing this particular 
statute. Therefore, instead of its being 
everybody’s duty to see that the law is 
executed, it is obviously nobody’s busi- 
ness to pay any attention to so small a 
matter. Wecongratulate the reputable 
firm of DunBar, -McMasters & Co., for 
they have narrowly escaped possible in- 
dictment, or at the very least suit for 
$1,000 penalty. Now we learn that the 
employés of DUDEN- & Co.’s lace factory 
at William’s Bridge are onastrike because 
that firm has also imported operatives, 
and that they have laid their grievances 
before the United States District Attor- 
ney. This is very confusing tous. Why 
should we foster infant industries and 
punish those most active in building 
them up? Of course there is no fallacy 
in the reasoning. A nation is great ac- 
cording to the numbers and average 
wealth of its people.‘ The tariff which 
raises wages and attracts citizens must 


-be a goodthing. Yet workers under the 


tariff are dissatisfied with their wages, 
and the Government punishes those who 
import industrious citizens. There seems 
here a confusion of ideas and a juggling 
with policies not entirely creditable to any- 
body. But the protectionists will explain 
it. They can explain anything if they are 
only given the brief space which is needed 
for developing such an infant as our iron 
and steel trade. 








DEMOCRACY AND DEMAGOGUES, 


Democracy has always been charged 
with breeding demagogues, but it must 
be confessed that it has produced much 
the greater number and of far the worse 
type among the aristocracy. Lord Ran- 
DOLPH CHURCHILL is an example. He be- 
longs toa noted family of the nobility, 
whose origin, as nobles, if not ancient is 
illustrious. 

He belongs to the aristocratic party, 
and has gained such influence as he has 
by the most unmeasured attacks upon the 
principles and the leaders of the Liberal 
Party. Of constructive statesmanship he 
has not even a conception, so far as he 
has yet shown, and until very recently 
his sole title toa hearing was the bitter- 
ness and unscrupulousness with which he 
assailed every opponent who could be 
credited with statesmanship. He has espe- 
cially assailed Mr, GLaDSTONE and his 
Ministry because of their Irish policy both 


in the treatment of crimes and in its land 


measures. He has accused them of coward- 


ly submission to the terrorists of the Land 
-League, of making a disreputable bargain 


with PARNELL in the “treaty of Kilmain- 
ham,” and of buying Irish votes with the 
money of the landlords and the taxpayers. 

Yet he has just completed and is now 
carrying out a bargain with Mr. PaRNELL 
and his followers by which, in return for 
their votes, he gives them all and more 
than he denounced the Liberals for giving. 
A few days ago he led the movement by 
which PARNELL was allowed a reopening 
of the inquiry into the course of Earl 
Spencer in Ireland touching the use of 
the pardoning power. Lord RANDOLPH 
CHURCHILL took occasion to declare for 
himself that he had no confidence in Karl 
SPENCER and should be very sorry to be 
responsible for him. He was wildly 
cheered by the Parnell Irish members, 
and still more so when he sneered at the 
“‘ reactionary” spirit of the Ulster Irish, 
whose only fault in his eyes is that 
they have been loyal. to England 
when England was guided by a Lib- 
“Now. there is no ques-

tion that Mr, GLapstone’s estimate 


of Earl Spencer in Ireland was entirely 
just. His ‘‘ administration of the powers of 
Government” was “ the most evenhanded 
and intelligent in the annals of Ireland.” 
‘He was calm and imparfial when other 
Englishmen were mad with revengeful 
anger; he was fearless alike of calumny 
and of personal danger; he always pre- 
ferred mild measures to severe ones where 
it was possible to resort to them; he dep- 
recated the extraordinary powers given 
him in the Crimes act, and he delib- 
erately refused to employ most of them; 
he put down the organized murder of in- 
nocent men in Ireland, and gave that 
country the peace and security which 
now enables the Tory Ministry to give 
up the Crimes act. This is the man 
CHURCHILL has no “confidence” in, and 
whom he allows PARNELL and his crowd 
to blackguard. The worst demagogue 
sprung from the democratic ranks never 
did a meaner act or occupied a position 
more shameless. 

But the game of the demagogue has 
changed, and with the progress of de- 
mocracy his power has become circum- 
scribed and can only he used exception- 
ally and for a shorttime. This is what 
happens, As the freedom of opinion and 
political action extends the people tend 
to divide nearly equally and the rdle of 
the demagogue can only be played on 
those infrequent occasions where parties 
are nearly equal, and a small faction can, 
or hope to, turn thefbalance. It isto such a 
faction that CHURCHILL appeals, not to 
the mass of his countrymen. It was tosuch 
a faction that BUTLER appealed in the last 
campaign in the United States. CHURCH- 
ILL’s part is that of the Greenbacker, the 
silver advocate, the professional anti- 
monopolist and labor reformer in this 
country. Such unprincipled demagogues 
have their brief day. They may tip the 
scale at an important moment. But in 
the slow and steady movement of free 
public opinion they count for little and 
only for a short time. The evolution of 
the nation in which they exist goes on in 
its due course with a result on which their 
influence is scarcely perceptible. Un- 
doubtedly democracy breeds demagogues, 
but, equally beyond doubt, it is capable of 
taking care of them and of suppressing 
them. 








AN UNDESIGNING WIDOW. 

The ‘‘evidences of design” in the hu- 
man widow have been so much dwelt 
upon, in fiction and satire, that it is a 
relief to turn to a tale in which her essen- 
tially simple and trustful nature is set 
forth. Such a tale was told in the news 
columns of yesterday’s Tres touching a 
widow in Easton, Penn., who was be- 
guiled, by the machinations, not of man, 
but of her own female child, aged 13. 

The child, as our readers have noted, 
was in the habit of visiting a widower’s 
large brick house, presumably to play 
with the widower’s children, when it oc- 
curred to her to extract money from her 
own mother, under pretense of making 
love to her in the ostensible behalf of 
the widower, in letters ‘‘ written with 
a lead pencil” by herself, The in- 
ventions she employed for this pur- 
pose were such as would naturally 
occur to a person of her years and inex- 
perience. She wrote, in the name of the 
widower, for $15 to help pay the men in 
the widower’s employ, for money to buy 
the widower a turkey, to pay the widow- 
e.’s gas bill, and to pay for the keep of 
the widower’s horse. These crude de- 
mands for money were accompanied by 
professions of attachment not less crude, 
such as the childlike device of addressing 
the widow as ‘‘ My Dear Wife.” 

These are the devices which a child of 
13 would naturally adopt. The wonder is 
not that the child adopted them, but that 
the mother was taken in by them. Her 
first husband must have been a prosaic 
and literal soul whose speech was the 
transparent vesture of his thought, and 
she must have rashly generalized from 
him to his sex. But what a fund of sim- 
ple faith in mankind must this undesign- 
ing widow have accumulated when it 
could be drawn upon with success and 
without limit by such artifices as these. 

Her daughter did not take after the 
widow. She was the confidence child of 
a confiding mother. ‘We should not even 
criticise the crudity of her applications 
for money since they were successful. 
Like authors whose productions are 
sneered at by the critics and devoured by 
readers, it must be admitted in her favor 
that she knew her public and adjusted 
her means to her ends. Of the prin- 
ciple of fraudulent finance she had 
@ precocious mastery. It is the 
same principle employed by FERDINAND 
Warp and Mrs. Howse, of Boston, and is 
involved in the familiar process of “ prim- 
ing a pump” or administering a driblet 
in order that a copious stream may flow. 
She acknowledged in the name of the 
widower in the form of casual clocks and 
occasional vases the widow’s bounty, and 
upon one occasion, as an unimpeachable 
guarantee of gcod faith, produced a plain 
gold ring, which, it may be assumed, 
was the ultimate object of the wid- 
ow’s investment. In this manner she 
gradually extracted from her mother $300, 
and without doubt rejoices in a larger col- 
lection of pink ribbons and cheap jewelry 
than any other child in Easton. The sim- 
ple faith of the mother’s character shines 
the more by contrast with the guile of her 
daughter. So free is she from the subtle 
and scheming character falsely ascribed 
by literary persons to the estate of widow- 
hood that she is plainly an easier prey for 
male deceivers than her precociously ac- 
complished child, 








The explanation given by MAXWELL of 
the manner in which he produced the im- 
pression that he had murdered PRELLER 
when PRELLER was in fact not dead does 
credit to his ingenuity. But it must be 
remembered that he has had a long time 
to think it up in. A conspiracy to defraud 
a life insurance company is not a novelty, 
-although the pretense commonly takes the 
form of suicide, and a simulated. murder 
adds a new and needless complica- 
tion. According to MAXWELL’s story 
he ran the risk of being caught 
murder solely to

expectation of sharing the proceeds of 
the swindle, The disappearance of PREL- 
LER has been complete, and it does not 
appear that any money has been paid over 
to anybody as the proceeds of his policy 
of insurance. Such a payment would re- 
quire the services of a third confederate, 
for whom MAaxweELy does not pretend to 


‘account. If there was such a policy, and 


a demand was made for its payment, the 
insurance companies had a strong motive 
for ascertaining whether the body found 
in the trunk was in fact that of PRELLER.

GRIM CHOLERA FACTS FROM SPAIN; 


From Galignant’s Messenger. 

The civil and military authorities of 
Madrid are making strenuous preparations 
against the eventuality of the cholera spreading: 
throughout the city inthe Autumn, as medical 
taen generally scem to fear wil! be the case. In 
each arrondissement of the local juntas a small 
hospital for 50 cases is being organized in addi. 
tion to district hospitals capable in case of need 
of accommodating 600 to 1,000. Special isolated 
cholera wards, moreover, have been established 
in all the civil and military hospitals of the city. 
So far Madrid itself bas suffered but lighsly, and 
no case bas yet occurred among the troops 
of the garrison, numbering nigh on 15,000 men. 
The houses wherein the disease has passed are 
thoroughly fumigated and disintected, the in- 
habitants being turned out and sent to the 
refuges of the assistance publique. The poor 
quarters of the old town, with their narrow 
streets, unhealthy courts, dark staircases, ob« 
scure and badly ventilated apartments, wherein 
whole families are crowded together pellmell, 
and support existcnce God knows how—such 
quarters are the veriest hotbeds for propagating 
the foul disease. Unfortunately their inhabit- 
ants are invariably refractory to the cleansing 
measures essayed by the authorities, and will 
frequentiy conceal their sick for the purpose of 
preventing their being sent to the hospital and 
the rooms disinfected. 3 

As it is impossidie to convert this population 
to hygienic principles, the authorities are at~ 
tempting to surround us with the old and ex- 
Dloded safeguards of quarantine. Fumigation 
of passengers, baggage, &c., takes-place at no 
less than 10 stations of the three railway lines 
running into the city; one is subjected to the 
same operation in the Madrid stations, whera 
passengers and their luggage are again closely 
inspected, while a strict watch is kept-on the 
fruit and vegetable markets. - Under the influ- 
ence, partly of fear, partly of custom, thousands 
of the richer inhabitants have fied for refuge to 
the 16 provinces of the North and: Northwest, 
not yet attacked; many even having pushed on 
into France, notwithstanding the rigorous sani-« 
tary precautions that have been enforced on 
the Pyrenean frontier since the cholera has de« 
clared itselt in Saragossa, Barcelona, Pampeluna, 
and the valley of the Ebro. 

The accounts received from the provinces are 
heartrending. The epidemic appears to be ex- 
tending, especially in the east of the peninsula. 
In the Province of Loria its ravages are terribie. 
In a single town of that district 1&0 corpses have 
been lying exposed in the streets for three days; 
all the physicians, all the municipal councilors 
except one, and all the grave diggers having per- 
ished. Advices from Murcia announce that 70 
corpses remain unburied in the town of Ajecia, 
whence almost all the survivors have fled. In 
Andalusia also the pestilence is spreading. At 
Monteguado a fourth of the inhabitants have 
been carried off in 10 days; the town is with- 
out any physician, and the single surviv- 
ing gendarme is occupied in _  interring 
the bodies. The credits voted for com. 
bating the epidemio are exhausted, and 
the Government will be obliged to convoke 
the Council of State to obtain fresh resources. 

The disease is beginning seriously to affect the - 
Treasury receipts. During May there was a 
further decrease of several millions in the 
amount of imports, with a consequent loss of 
600,000f. to the customs. he figures for June 
and July have been so bad that the Treasury 
has been forced to pledge 4 per cent. amortissa- 
ble bonds and drafts on the army re-enlistment 
fund as security for an immediate advance of 
30,000,000f.: to meet current expenses, and the 
bauk will pay itseif later if it be found possible 
to get inthe taxes, which are now levied with 
the greatest difficulty in the afflicted districts. 
The floating debt has thus again made its ap- 
pearance, and should the epidemic last on till 
the Autumn, as there seems every probability 
of its doing, this debt must rapidiy increase, 





A SCARCITY OF SCHOOLS. 
WILKESBARRE, Penn., Aug. 13.—In ever$ 
breaker in the anthracite coal fields are em- 
ployed boys ranging in years from6tol9. The 
temptation of parents to put their boys in the 
breaker to earn a couple of dollars a month ig 


very great, especially if the family 1s so unfort~ 
unate as to lose a father or brotherin the mines. 
The resu!t is that the boys are left to grow up in 
ignorance. The Legisiature, to put a stop to the 
matter, passed a law last Winter forbidding the 
employment in any breuker of boys under l4. 
This throws out of work in this county alone 
about 1,400 boys. The purpose of the new lawis 
to take the boys_out of the breakers and put 
them to schoo]. But now the greatest difliculty 
arises. There.are not enough of schools. Those 
in Operation are already overcrowded. One 
remedy suggested is that more schools be built, 
but the people a they can’t afford it, working 
only half time. his is a serious state of affairs, 
and it lcoks as though many of the lads forbid« 
den to work will be allowed to grow upin ignor- 
ance. In one district applications have been 
made for 200 extra seats, but the teachers say 
they have now more of last year’s scholars than 
they can accommodate.

WORKMEN’S NARROW ESCAPE. 
MONTREAL, Aug. 13.—The four men whe 
were digging in the well at Pointe Aux Trem- 
bles, where the gas took fire the other day, nar- 
rowly escaped with their lives yesterday. They 
had hardly started work when they felt the 


earth tremble and heard a peculiar noise resem- 
bling that of a passing vehicle. Fearing an ex- 
plosion they wisely hastened to the top of the 
well and had barely reached the surface when a 
terrific explosion took place, the flames rising 
25 feet above the opening of the well. All the 
wood work used to keep the earth from falling 
in was soon discovered to be on fire and the 
men tearing forthe safety of some adjoinin 
buildings began to fill again the wel! with eart 
until the flames were extinguished. Many of 
the villagers hastened to the spot and gave it as 
their opinion that an oil weli had been struck. 
Mr. Rouiilard, Government Inspector of Mines, 
went out to Pointe Aux Trembles this morning 
to investigate.

All but one of the above-named 
gentlemen have represented Niagara County 
in the Assembly and Mr. Jackson was Canal 
Commissioner one term. All are owners of 
property in boats and dry docks.

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ARMSTRONG LOSES HIS COMPOS. 
URE FOR THE FIRST TIME, 
YELLING THE STORY OF THE MURDER IN 
DETAIL—SYMPATHY FOR THE BOY— 
HARSHLY TREATED BY HIS STEPFATHER, 

No more evidence so far as is known 
"vas obtained yesterday against young Thomas 
Armstrong, who is under arrest for the murder 
of his stepfather, Albert R. Herrick, Mrs. Her- 
rick, when seen by a reporter of THE Times yes- 
terday, apparently had “recovered a good deal 
Yrom the effects of the shock of her husband's 
death and ber son’s confession, and talked very 
calmly about all the circumstances. Her feel- 
ing against herson has entirely died away, and 
she now is willing and anxious to do all in her 
power tosave him. She still refuses;to see the 
boy, but saysthat after her husband’s funeral 
to-day she willgoto himat the jail and there 
advise with him as to the best course to pursue. 

On Wednesday, Mrs. Herrick said and stoutly 
affirmed that Mr. Herrick’s only fault in his 
treatment of her son was that he was too good 
to him in indulging him in everything he 
wanted, and that he rarely was harsh to him. 
Yesterday, however, she said that Armstrong, 
who wasa good, affectionate boy, was very badly 
treated by Mr. Herrick, and that she had feared 
often that the husband wou!d some time do some 
barm to her son. 

“Mr. Herrick had a most violent temper,” 
Baid Mrs. Herrick, ‘“‘and when he was angry he 
poted more like a crazy man than a rational 
human being. He and Tom never could get 


nlopg together, and when in his violent fits of 
temper he beat the boy unmercifully. Tom was 
no match for his stepfather and never was able 
to defend himself. Lately the unnatural en- 
counters became more trequent, and while I was 
up in Ellenvilie Mr. Herrick wrote me that when 
I came back either Tom or he would have to 
stop living inthe house. Tom was mild and not 
at all passionate, and he must have been driven 
to desperation when he shot his stepfather.” 

Armstrong, since his incarceration in Ray- 
mond-Street Jail, has persistently refused to see 
or talk to anybody except his mother, his law- 
yer, or James Murphy, his bosom friend. Yes- 
terday morning Murphy, who on Monday night 
guided Detective Chambers to the hiding place 
ot his “* bosom friend,” went to see Armstrong 
pt the jail. The murderer, who up to that time 
had preserved the most unrufiied appearance, on 
catching sight of Murphy walking along the 
prison tier toward the cell broke down com- 
pam. and hiding his face in his arms, with his 

ands spasmodically grasping the bars in his 
door, he sobbed otit: “Ob, Jimmy, Jimmy. you 
are the only triend I have on earth. Don't go 
back on me now, Jimmy, don’t go back on me 
now. 

Murphy soothed the boy as well as he could, 
pnd afterafew minutes the storm of convul- 
Bive sobs. which shook the young prisoner like a 
leaf, subsided and left him able to talk cohe- 
rently. After some little conversation Murphy 
led his friend on to talk of the murder. Arm- 
Btrong had been with Murphy after bis quarrel 


- with his steptather on Saturday, and had said 


that he was going back to the houre totry 
to “fix it up with the old man.” The friends 
were together again all Sunday and until about 
2 0°clock Monday morning, and Armstrong said, 
speaking to Murphy from his cell: “After I 
teft you on Monday morning I went back to the 
house, but when [ got up to the door 1 wus 
atraid to go in, for I thought maybe he 
[Armstrong never pronounced Mr. Herrick’'s 
name] would go for me again. Then I 
went up to the park, and at about 
8 o’clock walked down to Stein’s stables, on 
Washington-street. While I was standing out 
on the sidewalk he came up, and when he saw 
me be made arush for me. Heswore at me, 
and if I hadn’t run away be would have laid me 
out then and there. Afterthat I hung around 
fora while, and when I thought he had gone to 
New-York I went back to the house. There 
was nobody there, and Ie*staid in the house until 
noon, when [ went out and got my dinner. 
After dinner I went back, and started to look 
around in the cellar tor something I wanted. I 
bad jit the candle, and when I came up from the 
cellar I left it, still lighted, on the icebox in the 
hall at the head of theceliarstairs. Then I went 
up to the room where he and I slept and started 
to write to him. When I had partly finished the 
letter, | laid down on the bed, and while I was 
lying there hecamein. When he came up stairs 
andsaw me lying there he yelled: *—— —— 
what are you doing bere ?’ and then rushed at 
me. I jumped off the other side of the bed and 

rabbed the pistol from the mantel. He fol- 

owed me around, and I jumped over the bed 
and ran down stairs and into thecellar. Heran 
after me, and when he got down to the hall he 
,picked up the candle and started down the cel- 

ar stairs. I stood close to the wall, and when he 
got off the stairs [rushed forthem. He turned 
pround and madeagrab for measI got tothe 
top of the stairs. Then I fired. I think I shot 
twice. Then I ran to the back door, and when I 
looked around I saw bim and thought he was 
following me. ThenI fired again, and I think I 
fired two shots.” 

Armstrong says he thinks he fired four shots, 
but he doesn’t remember distinctly. He says he 
threw the pistol in a hole in the dock at the foot 

f Hudson-avenue, because “he was so excited 

e could not think.” Detective Zundt went 
flown there on Wednesday evening and founda 
boy—Lawrence McCormick—wno had picked up 
a revolver from the place where Armstrong says 
he threw his. This weapon isa five-chambered 
Smith & Wesson, all the balls bad been fired 
from it, and the police are sure it is the one used 
by Armstrong. 

Now that the excitement caused by the mur- 
der has in part subsided and all the mystery 
is done away with, the facts concerning the boy’s 
purroundings and the treatment he received 
trom his stepfather have come out and the gen- 
eral sympathy is with young Armstrong. Mr. 
Herrick had many friends in Brooklyn, but 
those who knew him best in his family relations 
ali unite in saying that he was unnecessarily se- 
vere with his stepson and often treated him in 
the most inhuman way. Itis now known that 
young Armstrong was compelled to assuciate 
during his boyhood with people of very bad 
character, and the only wonder was among peo- 
ple who knew this thut the boy was not worse, 
The details of Armstrong's confession are now 
believed by the police to be true. Coroner Men- 
ninger said yesterday that he would probably 
hold the inquest to-day after the funeral, which 
takes place at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 

One curious but very natural effect of the 
mourder upon people living in the neighborhood 
ot the Herrick house, in Pearl-street, is that 
since Tuesday morning at least 50 men have pro- 
vided themselves with revolvers. Inspector 
Macke'lar, before Armstrong made his confes- 

ion, went around to various pawn shops on 

yrtle-avenue and other thoroughfares in that 
partof the city to find outif the pistol with 
which the murder was committed had been 
pawned by the murderer. In every place he 
Visited he was informed of purchases of revol- 
vers and other weapons. A still more curious 
circumstance is that not a permit entitling the 
bearer to carry a weapon isin existence in 
Brooklyn. 





TWO SWIMMERS DROWNED. 
POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Aug. 13.—A mys- 
ferious case of drowning occurred here this 
morning. At%:30 o’clock men in two different 
rowboats were rowing, one from the east and 
the other from the west shore, near the bridge 
caissons. They saw two men swimming down 


the middle of the river, both wearing aerby hats 
pand apparently having shirts on. The men in 
the boats remarked that they were pretty good 
swimmers and went on their way. Soon after 
Capt. Smith, of the little steamer Gypsy, thought 
he heard one ofthe swimmers shout for help, 
and hurrying into a small boat rowed toward 
them. When within three or four lengths of 
them both the swimmers sank beneath the waves 
and didn’t appear again. One of them held his 
band aloft as he wentdown. Just before tne 
drowning men were seen, the tug C. P. Schultz 
pas-ed north, but as she does not stop along 
gshore but moves up and down the river to help 
other tov.s, 1t is impossible to find out to-night 
if the drowned men were on boardof her. As 
yetthere isno reportof any one being missed 
around here. 





BOLD BANK ROBBERY. 

Saw Josh, Cal., Aug. 13.—A sensation was 
zaused here yesterday by the bold robbery of the 
San José Safe Deposit Bank of Savings. In the 
afternoon a man entered the bank and obtained 
B bill of exchange for $65 50. The Cashier and 
manager were inthe bank at the time. A few 
minutes after the stranger departed the Cashier, 
John E. Aucercas, missed a tray containing 
§10,000 in gold in twenty-dollar. pieces, An 
nlarm was immediately given, and search was 
made, but without result. It is believed that 
two or more men were concerned in the theft,and 
tbat while the attention of the bank officers was 
engaged by the man in front the others slipped 
inside the counter and stole the money. Phe 
bank has offered a reward of $1,000 for the ar- 
rest of the thieves or the return of the money.

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SEVENTY FAMILIES HOMELESS, 


MANY BUILDINGS DESTROYED BY A FIERCE 
FIRE IN JERSEY CITY. 

As Thomas Brockhurst, a16-year old boy 
living in Jersey City, a little before 4 o'clock 
yesterday morning, was going hurriedly through 
Railroad-avenue, he saw a sudden sheet of flame 
leap up into the sky from the centre of the 
block beunded by Warren-street and Railroad 
and Newark avenues. He ran to the 
First Precinct Station House and gave an alarm. 
Then the lad sped back again to watch the fire. 
As soon as Chief Farrier.arived on the scene and 
saw the nature of the fire, he sent out a general 
alarm, calling the entire available force into 
service. The fire by this time had spread all 
through Lippert's furniture factory, in which it 
originated, the paints, oil, and varnish making a 
fierce fame. From Lippert’s it spread to Blaxk- 
ey’s stable and storage rooms, which were also 
speedily consumed. 

From Blakey's the fire next extended to Wash- 
burn’s Museum and Day's barrel factory on 
Warren-street, and also to a number of adjoin- 
ing buildings, all of which were speedily de- 
stroyed. The flames crept north at the same 
time into a nest of tenement houses built two 
on a lot, facing on Railroad-avenue and ex- 
tending balf wayup the block. Of these six 
were entirely destroyed and four seriously dam- 
aged. Onthe Newark-avenue side, whither the 
museum building,*formerly Enown as the Ar- 
cade, carried the fire, the damage was leas seri- 
ous, though the rear portions of a number of 
-stores were burned away. After the fire had 
seized upon the museum the firemen had little 
hope of saving the eastend of the block, and 
from that time forth they confined themselves 
to keeping the flames where they were. In 
this they were successful beyond their expecta- 
i and at 8:30 they had the fire under con- 

rol. 

But by this time some 20 buildings, .a large 
proportion of them tenements, had been de- 
stroyed and over 70 families rendered homeless. 
Few of them had saved much more than the 
clothes they stood in. It was impossible even 
aslate as jast night to get more than rough 
estimates of the losses in many of the casés. So 
far as could be learned, the individual sufferers 
were as foliows: Mrs. Kelly, four houses, 
$9,000; Mrs. Feenan, two houses, 000; 
Mrs. Jobson, saloon, $1,000; Samuel Blakey, 
stable, $300; Mrs. Ellison, boarding house, 
$500: James Perry, No. Warren- 
street, $700; the Lippert Manufacturing 
Company. $20,000; Michael Day, cooper shop, 
$1.500; Chamberlain Express Company, No. 287 
‘Warren-street, $300; White & Co., No. 289 War- 
ren-street, $1,000; Charles Huness, same build- 
ing, stoves, $2.000; Lynch & Co., spring beds, 
top floor, $1,500; Thomas Leoni, two houses on 
Railroad-avenue, $3,000; Thomas Mackin, two 
houses on same street, $4,000; Thomus Hogan, 
two houses adjoining, $5,008. Nine stores run- 
ning from Nos. 12 to ._ 30 Newark-avenue 
were damaged on the rear about 
each, The occupan who were small 
storekeepers, lost about $1,000 in the aggregate. 
The estate of Michael Mulione, to which Day's 
barrel factory belonged, lost $6,090. The most 
serious losses were those of Mr. Washburne, 
who occupied the Arcade as a museum, and the 
Hoffman estate, which owned the,.property, but, 
owing to the absence of the managers, the 
amount could not be ascertained. 

Travel on the Pennsylvania Railroad was de- 
layea until trenches could be dug under the 
track tostretch the hose through. The Penn- 
syivania rendered good service by sending 
freight cars to the scene to remove such proper- 
ty of tenants as was rescued to places of safety. 
Some of the scenes attending the fire were 
rather ludicrous. The tenements on Railroad- 
avenue were mainiy occupied by Italian rag- 
pickers. One of them made desperate efforts 
to save a ey bag of rags, biocking up the 
hallway of his house in the effort, and it was not 
until a fireman deluged him with a stream of 
water that he desisted and allowed his neighbors’ 
to save more valuable property. Then a young 
lady who moved ina higher sphere wanted the 

olice to save her piano, though the house was 
nno danger. Sheimportuned them so that in 
self-protection they litted one end of the piano 
through a window, promising to come back and 
let it down to the sidewalk if the house took fire. 
ex how gana their further services were not re- 

uired. 
a In one of the tenements lived a young Irish 
widow named Mary Murphy. Her busband, who 
was arailroad conductor, was killed in an acoi- 
dent about two weeks ago, leaving her to pro- 
vide for their two children. Al) her furniture 
was burned. While telling her story to sympa- 
thetic listeners she fell unconscious, and some 
kindly disposed neighbors took her and her chil- 
dren to their home, where they were made com- 
fortable. It was reported that one man was 
burned in his room, but the story »roved un- 
founded. 





OBITUARY. 


JOHN B. HUTCHINSON. 

John B. Hutchinson. a well known dry 
goods and commission merchant of this city, 
died yesterday at his home, No. 789 St. Marks- 
avenue, Brooklyn, in the seventy-first year of 
his age. He had not been well for overa year, 
and at times during that period was confined to 
his house. A week ago for the last time he was 
enabled to walk out in front of his house, but 


he grew worse rapidly after that. His death 
was due to Bright’s disease. 

Mr. Hutchinson was born in what is now called 
Winchester, near Boston, Mass., in 1814. At an 
early age he went to Boaton to begin his busi- 
ness career, entering the employ of the dr 

oods house of Kimball, Jewett & Co. in 1831. 

fore he was 21 years old he was sent to Europe 
to buy goods for the house, and five years after 
entering the concern he was made a member of 
the firm. The house failedin 1847, and making 
an assignment was abie to pay 87 cents on the 
dollar. Fifteen years afterward Mr. Hutchinson 
ase his share of the remaining 18 per cent., with 
—— After the failure of the firm Mr. 

utchinson took a position with J. C. Howe & 
Co., also of Boston. The house decided to open 
a branch in this city in 1851, and Mr. Hutchinson 
came on as resident partner, taking up his resi- 
dence in Brooklyn, where he lived till his death. 

His venture here was successful, and Mr. 
Hutchinsou became well known in the business 
circles of the city. His firm dissolved in 1874. 
and in its place was established the house of 
Wendeli, utchinson & Co., whose piace of 
business was on Worth-street. Four years ago 
Mr. Hutchinson retired from the firm. He was 
a Director at the time of his death of the 
Home Fire Insurance Company, with which he 
had been connected many years. For over 
25 years Mr. Hutchinson was a devoted at- 
tendant of Plymouth Church, and was one 
of Mr. Beecher’s most ardent supporters. He 
was much interested in the musical part of the 
service, and was a member of the choir almost 
from.his first connection with the Plymouth 
congregation until three years ago. e was 
also a Deacon in the church. He was connected 
withand an active worker for the American 
Bible Society and the Home Missionary Society, 
and was a member of the Advisory Board of the 
Brooklyn Orphan Asylum. In politics Mr. 
Hutchinson did not take an active part, though 
he was a Republican and contributed to the in- 
terests of the party. He wasa member of the 
New-England Society, but outside bis interest in 
church organizations and work his lite was a 
guict one. His widow and several children sur- 
vive him. 

The funeral will take placeon Monday, at3 
P. M., from the house.

THE REV. EDWARD F. EDWARDS. 

- The Rev. Edward F. Edwards, a retired 
clergyman of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
died suddenly of paralysis of the héart on 
Wednesday morning at his residence, No. 47 
Sands-street, Brooklyn.

A WIFEMURDERER HANGED 


JAMES HORACE JONES PAYS THE 
PENALTY OF HIS ORIME. 

AN UNPROVOKED ATTACK UPON HIS WIFE 
WHICH ENDED BY HIS SHOOTING HER 
—STRANGLED ON THE GALLOWS. 

Troy, N. Y., Aug. 18.—James Horace 
Jones died on the scaffold in the jail in this city 
this morning in expiation of the murder of his 
wife. According to his own statement Jones 
was born at Melbourne, Australia, of Irieh 
parents, Deo. 24, 1863. His appearance indicated 
that he was born at least 10 years earlier, When 
he wasachild Jones said his parents removed 
with him to Dublin. He came to this country 
in 1880, and on his arrival in Troy was employed 
as solicitor fora life insurance company. Sub- 
sequently he wasa waiter Ina restaurant, and 
atterward wasa puncher in the Burden Iron 

Works. Then he started on a tramp, working 

for brief periods in New- York, Philadelphia, and 

Wilmington, Del., and after an interval returned 

to Troy, again securing employment at the Bur- 

den Works. He boarded with Mrs. Neals, a 

woman 85 years of age and the mother 

of two children, one of whom is 18 and 
the other 14. Mrs. Neals was the widow of asol- 
dier, and had shortly before Jones became an 
inmate of her house received her back pension 
allowance. She and Jones were married in 

March, 1883. He induced her in the following 

week to buy the lease and fixtures of a saloon 

on Fourth-street. Jones speedily became one of 
the best customers of his own bar. He fre- 
quently treated his wife and her children with 


great brutality. The woman often expressed a 
determination to leave him, and,would doubt- 
less have done soif she could have secured any 
of her money. 

Jones went on from bad to worse until the 2d 
of July, 1884. On the morning of that day he 
wasin the barroom, when his wife asked him if 
he wanted his breakfast. After a few words 
had been exchanged, in which Jones spoke bru- 
tally to the woman, she went behind the bar and 
wrote a note to her elder son in which she said 
that she could endure Jones no longer, telling 
the boy to look out for a boarding place. Jones 
ordered her to get from behind the bar. Her 
answer was: “I baveas much right here as you.”’ 
The man sprang at her, seized her by the throat 
with one hand, while with the other he rained 
blows upon her face. Her ermngee son attempted 
to interfere in behalf of his mother and was 
beaten by Jones. The mother seized the child, 
exclaiming: “Don’t hit him. Hit me all you 

have a mind to, but don't hit him.” Her mother, 
who was in the house, sought to pacify Jones, 
but he knocked her down and agaia turned his 
attention to his wife, whom he felled and kicked 
while she was prostrate. He then ran to the 
money drawer and, taking a revolver, fired at her 
as she was attempting to rise. The bullet lodged 
in the abdomen, causing death within 48 hours. 
He attempted to barricade the door against the 
police, but an entrance was forced, and he be- 
came a prisoner. The Grand Jury, in Septem- 
ber, indicted him, and his trial was moved at 
the November term of the Oyer and Terminer. 
His conviction followed, and he was sentenced 
.to be hanged Jan. 9. Appeals to the General 
Term of the Supreme Court and to the Court of 
Appeals delayed the execution of the sentence 
until to-day. An appeal to Gov. Hill for a com- 
mutation of the sentence was fruitless. 

Until within the past few days Jones did not 
exhibit any symptoms of concern. Even during 
the few days preceding the execution he main- 
tained his nerve, although it was evident that he 
was upheld more by force of will tban by his 
physical strength. He remained awake last night 
until atter midnight, and after he retired was 
soon asleep, He rose at 5:15 o'clock this 
morning. Dr. Rice, one of the physicians 
appointed to witness the execution, arrived 
at 9 o'clock, and as he was suffering 
from a paralytic stroke it was pan ood to 
place him in a chair, which was carried to a 
pons near the scaffold by three Deputy Sheriffs. 

rtd Sheriff McKnight went to Jones’s cell at 
9:80 o’clock and read the death warrant. When 
Mr. McKnight had concluded the reading he 
turned to Jones, and, putting out his hand, said: 
“Good bye, Jimmy; 1 shall not see you again.” 
Mr. McKnight’s hand trembled, but Jones took 
it with a firm grasp, and said: **Good bye, Mr. 
McKnight.” Then the deputy said: ** Keep up 
your courage, Jimmy. It is only a little while 
now.” **I will,” replied Jones. And Mr. Mc- 
Knight left the cell. 

At 10:28 the march to the scaffold was begun. 
The Rev. Father O’Neil, carrying a crucifix, was 
the first to appear, and immediatelv bebind him 
was Jones between Deputy Sheriff Lioyd and 
Capt. Hurlbut, the Rev. Father Havermans 
bringing up the rear reading the prayers for the 
dying. Jones walked with a firm atep to a posi- 
tion under the fatal rope. He was very pale, but 
did not flinch. He was attired in a suit of biack 
broadcloth; his feet were encasedin patent 
leather slippers. While Father Havermans 
continued reading the prayers Father O’Neil 
stood facing Jones holding the crucifix aloft. At 
the same time Deputy Sheriff Lioyd secured 
Jones’s legs with straps and Capt. Hurlbut ad- 
justed the noose, fastening the loop of it to the 
swivel depending from the rope on the gallows. 
Jones kept his eyes on Father Havermans for a 
while and Fy yon to be praying. Then Father 
O'Neil beld the crucifix to Jones’s lips, and after 
kissing it reverently he gazed intently at it, but 
every now and again he closed his eyes for a mo- 
ment. His answers tothe prayers were sald in 
inaudible touex, At 10:80 o’clook Deputy Sheriff 
Lloyd asked Jones if he had anything he wished 
to say before the sentence was executed, and 
Jones shaking his head in a negative manner 
Lloyd pulled down the black cap and stepped 
aside. One minute later the pin holding the 
weight was removed, the weight fell, and Jones 
was jerked aloft. It was immediately apparent 
that the neck had not been broken, as 
the dying man in the throvs of strangula- 
tion worked his hands, arms, and legs 
convulsively for two minutes, and 80 
aden were his efforts that if the 

eather straps had not been stout it seemed that 
he would break them asunder. For four min- 
utes longer spasmodic convulsions of the write & 
which, however, were little more than a twitch- 
ing, could be seen. At 10:48 life was pronounced 
extinct and 10 minutes later the body was taken 
down and placed inacoffin. It was coaveyed to 
St. Mary’s Cemetery and there interred accora- 
ing to the rites of the Catholio Church. 

During the march to the gallows some of the 
spectators displayed unseemly eagern and 
shouts of “Down in front!’’ were heard. Jones 
was the eighth person to suffer the death pen- 
alty for crime since Rensselaer County was in-. 
stituted, 94 years ago. 


ABDUCTED BY HER GRANDFATHER. 

Rocuester, N. Y., Aug. 13—This after- 
noon Lizzie Kane, a girl nearly 14 years old, left 
her stepmother’s house on South St. Paul-street 
to go toa grocery opposite. When she left the 
grocery a hack which had been driven back and 
forth on the street stopped, and two men jumped 
out and seized her, drew her into the close 


vehicle, and were then driven rapidly up Mount 
Hope-avenue. The girl's screams attracted at- 
tention, but there was no one at hand to assist 
her. The police were notified, and detectives at 
once siarted out in pursuit. Telegrams were 
sent to all the adjoining stations. The cause 
for the abduction is a family trouble, and an 
estate valued at $20,000 is involved. The child 
has lived with her stepmother all her life. Two 
years ago James Kane, her father and a well- 
known citizen, died. There was a fight over the 
custody ot the ~~ her grandfather, William 
H. Burnbage, of Philadeiphia, and her step- 
mother having a bitter fight in the courts. The 
Surrogate appointed a guardian until the child 
should be 14 years old, at which age it was pro- 
vided she should elect who she would live with. 
She will be 14 in abouttwo months, It isthougrht 
that the girl has been abducted by ber grand- 
father and is to be taken to Philadelphia.

DIRECTORS HELD RESPONSIBLE. 

St. ALBANS, Vt., Aug. 13.—The Supreme 
Court bas just rendered a decision of interest to 
depositors in the defunct trust company. In 
the test case of The Crown against Lawrence 
Brainard and other Directors of the company 
to recover for losses by the failure of that insti- 


tution, Judge Royce, in the County Court, some 
time ago gave a pro forma decision sustaining 
the defendants’ demurrer to the plaintiff's decla- 
ration, and this has just been affirmed by the 
higher court, This suit was brought against the 
Directors by virtue of asection of the charter 
which provided that the Directors of the trust 
company should be personally Mable for losses 
of depositors, The defendants demurred, sub- 
stantially on the ground that no actual joss had 
yet been proved, and held that the plaintiff's 
declarations were insufficient.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 


EA tom: 
To the Hattor of the Now-York Tires: 

It is but too well known a fact-.that there 
.are two great questions which will soon enlist 
not only the attention but tho anxiety of both 
the Administration and Congres. ‘hat the 
country looks for some .tariff revision is, of 
course, an accepted fact. But the other great 
fasue, the silyer problem, seems in reality to 
absorb‘more attention in financial circles at least 
than does even the tariff question. 

Although the silver question is by no means 
a@ party issue, yet there is, unfortunately, as 
much feeling dieplayed on either side as there 
is on the tariff question. And it must be con- 
fessed that it is of the utmost importance to 
bring the silver controversy to a speedy settle- 
ment. It would indeed be wise and happy for 
the country if all sectional feeling were left out 


8. the question argued and solved on its 
merit, 

The whole country would be biir’ if it did 
not see that the continuation of the silver 
coinage at the rate of $2,000,000 per month, or 

000, per annum, must sooner or later, 
rather sooner, lead us pure and simple to asilver 
standard, and that standard a depreciated dollar. 
Already we find that the Treasury not only took 
alarm, but actually sought relief to get some 

000, in gold from the banks in exchange 
or subsidiary silverooin. The great importance 
of this question had forced itself upon the mind 
of Mr. Cleveland even before he was inaugurated 
President, and his famous letter and the ar- 
tempt of Congress to suspend the rules on the 
ist. of March lust to repeal the law for the 
further coinage of the silver dollar are now 
matters of history. 

There was, however, one great fact revealed, 
namely, that the’ temper of the last Congress 
was decidedly against the repeal of the silver 
coinage law. Nor isthere any good reason to 
believe that the wr elected Congress will be 
found willing to repeal this law puré and simple. 
Isay pure and simple advisedly, because trom 
certain indications it would seem that the 
House would suspend the silver coinage pro- 
vided some substitute, or rather say a compro- 
mise, could be devised which would not ignore 
that money or currency value to silver which 
the majority of the American people, nolens 
volens, assign to the second precious metal of 
the world. Now, this is the real dilemma in 
which the monetary system of the country finus 
itself, namely: p 

If we keep on coining silver pi we must 
come down to a depreciated silver dollar stand- 
ard. And, on the other hand, if wedon’t find a 
substitute or compromise, bea, Bn will not (so 
it is currently peer suspend the silver coin- 
age. Itisall very well for those, and I am one 
of them, who say and argue that if we stop the 
further core of silver dollars all monetary 
danger would be averted, and that we could 
carry our load of silver which we already have 
in harmony with the gold we possess, and our 
money system would adjust iteelf to the 
situation. Bat what is the use of all 
this argument and prediction when we 
who make it may not have the majority in Con- 

ress to carry it out? Is it not, therefore, better 
0 look into the proposed compromise and see 
now far it would injure finance and commerce, 
or indeed whether it would injure finance and 
commerce at all ? This, then, brings us face to face 
with the proposed arner measure, which, of 
course, is necessarily now only in a crude state. 
1f1 understand this measure right it is this: 
First, we repeal the sliver dollar coinage, which, 
of course, would be a great blessing for all who 
believe that the continuation of this coinage 
will se hae us to a depreciated silver standard. 
Second, that silver bullion shall be taken on 
deposit by the Treasury and certificates issued 
for ita actual! value at the current price of the 
day this silver bullion is deposited. These cer- 
tificates shall not have a legal tender power, 
but may be used as reserves in the national’ 
banks, and be redeemed in * kind’—that is, in 
silver bullion—at the option of the Government. 
Now, I confess that this is only a crude, but 
 ppee outline, which, so I am told, will 

perfected in detail when the measure is 
offered. Whether other advantages are to be 
attached to these silver deposit certificates re- 
mains to be seen. But this outline of the meas- 
ure is substantially offered as a compromise 
for the undoubted boon of stopping the 
further coinage of the present silver 
dollar. Imust frankly say that I have within 
a few days bad conversations on this silver sub- 
ject with eminent ieaders of both parties, and I 
was naturally somewhat surprised to find how 
favorably this compromise is received. And 
what is still more of a surprise to me is that I was 
told by these very leaders that the opposition 
would come from the uncompromising aiiver 
dollar men much stronger than from the so- 
cailed gold bugs, who look upon this compromise 
asa not very formidable proposition and well 
worthy of acceptance—that would relieve us of 
the further silver dollar coinage. 

Of course the wild propositions of recoining 
the existing silver doliarsand give further free 
coinage to silver at the market value price of 
silver would have a most unstable basis. For 
instance, if werecoin or coin silver at present 
actual value of silver, say in round figures, at 
50d. per ounce, (it is 495¢d. me now;) well, then, 
if silver remains at that price in London, or if it 
goes lower than 50d. per ounce, we would have 
no trouble of keeping all our dollars in the 
country. But suppose silver goes up to 51d. or 
2d. an ounce in London; we would immediately 
depiete the country of our silver dollars, and 
the money market would always be more or less 
in danger of being temporarily disturbed. On 
the other band, if we stop the coinage of our 
silver dollars and recoin half of those 
we have into haif dollars andeven quarte 
and, above all, if we entirely stop the issue o 
the one and two dollar bills—in fact, make the 
smallest denomination of poe money $5—we 
would force the silver subsidiary coinage into 
circulation, and although there might at first be 
some grumbling, before a yearis over our 
bead we wouldall be used tothe change and 
feel satisfied. Look at the state of the currency 
in England andsee how much daily business 
there is really done in silver. Of course, I ad- 
mit that there is more gold coin in common 
use in England than here, simply because 
the smallest bank bill is £5 But, that 
would naturally follow here too. We may gvt 
a& great many two-dollar-and-a-half gold 
pam in circulation. Yet I am positive that 

he only means of getting silver into oircula- 
tion and making it stay there is to suspend the 
issuing of the one and two dollar bills and 
substitute subsidiary coin instead, recoin- 
ing our ugly, clumsy silver buzzard dollars 
into small coin. However, the main and great 
question before us is to harmonize this silver 
problem, which will avert the danger of one 
standard, and that a depreciated silver dollar, 
and also agree to some equitable compromise 
that will accomplish this great ble:rsing. Of 
course there is plenty, to be said on this subject 
and I intend to say allican on it. But 1] have 
already exceeded the space of ~~ usual letters.

THE DHPRESSION IN THE STEEL TRADE. 

Lone Branou, N. J., Aug. 13.—A meet- 
ing of the Associated Bessemer Steel Rail. Manu- 
facturers was held at the West End Hotel this 
morning. The following companies are repre- 
sented: Bethtehem Iron Company, Pennsylva- 
nia Stez! Company, Carnegie Brothers, (limited,) 
the North Chicago Rolling Mill Company, 
Joliette Iron and Steel Company, Union Steel 


Company, Cleveland Rolling Mili Company, 
Cambria Iron Company, Lackawanna Coal and 
Tron Company, Rensselaer Iron Company, 

ranton Steel Company, and Worcester Steel 

mpany. The depression in this industry 
has forced two mills into bankruptcy 
during the last 18 months and forced 
two others to shut down. After a long 
discussion it was unanimously agreed to reduce 
the production of steel rails, so as not to exceed 
the demand and to enable manufacturers to 
make rails at remunerative prices next year. 
The reduction will be based upon the capacity 
of each mill, and will take effect Jan. 1, 1886. 
An informal meeting of the merchants and steel 
maoufacturers was also held. A long discussion 
was baa, but no decided action was taken. The 
Bessemér Company, (limited,) of Pennsylvania, 
representing 11 of the largest steel manufact- 
uring concerns of the United States, held its 
semi-annual meeting and discussed the depres- 
sion of the trade, and various remedies were 
suggested. The meeting adjourned to meet in 
Philadelphia.

The talk as to the probability 
of his succeeding John Kelly in the Jeadership 
of the organization bas: made many persons 
tearful, and these people are unwilling to give 
him apy more power than is absolutely neces- 
sary to keep him within the fold. While he is 
looked upon as 2n acquisition to the oryaniza- 
tion itis also recognized that to make him so 
strong as toensble him toassumeto dictate 
would be a mistake which sbould be avoided. 

In the meantime, while all this discussion is 
taking place, Mr. Loew is in a position where he 
can do a great deal to help or mar the leadership 
of the coterie of men who now pretend to rule 
Tammany Halil. Though be has not been an 
active member of the County Democracy, he 
bas been constructively a County Democrat, and 
his going over to Tammany Hall has led to some- 
what unpleasant comment on the part of Hubert 
O. Thompson, John Keenan, and others who ac- 
cuse bim ot ingratitude »# not properly appre- 
ciating the effortsof the County Democracy 
in behalf of his brother, Edward V. Loew, 
when that gentleman was a candidate for 
the office of Controller. And talking about Con- 
troller Loew's nomination and election, it may 
be said that the politicians were all surprised at 
his selection by the County Democracy leaders. 
Since Mr. Charles E. Loew has joined Tammany 
Hall it bas been given out that Controller Loew 
owed his nomination to the persistent efforts of 
John Keenan, who has been called the * Bis- 
marck of the County Democracy.” Mr. Thomp- 
eon had severa! candidates tor the place in view, 
but owing to Mr. Keenan’s representations Mr. 
Loew was nominated. The story told by Mr. 
Loew’s friends, however, materially differs from 
the above explanation. It is known that he was 
averse to running for the office, and his friends 
claim he was nominated because the County 
Democracy men could not find any other suita- 
bie candidate for the place. 

Tne question as to just what Mr. Charles E. 
(Loew's position in Tammany Hall will be still 
occupies the politicians. The members of the 
County Democracy affect to believe that he will 
bend all his energies toward enriching himself 
and those members of his family as yet unpro- 
vided with place, but shrewd independent ob- 
servers predict that he will gradually make his 
own way unti! at last he will be found to be the 
real, if not the nominal, head of the organiza- 
tion. Ex-Alderman and ex-candidate for Mayor 
Hugh J. Grant is the present Chairman of the 
General Committee, while the invalid leader, 
John Kelly, is the Chairman of the Committee 
on Organization. Mr. Kelly’s resignation as 
Chairman of that committee is said to have been 
sentto Mr. Grant, but the statement is denied 
by those who should know the truth. Mr. Loew 
being a fuli-tiedged member of the ccmmittee 
would be quite as elicible tor Mr. Kelly’s place 
as any one else, and his friends do not hesitate to 
gay that he means to have a try for it. 

Whatever may be Mr. Loew's understanding 
with certain Tammany men, it is certain that in 
his onward march to the leadership he will have 
to overcome many obstacles. There are men in 
Tammany Hall who think they are much more 
entitled to lead than is Mr. Loew, and they will 
not calmly sit- by ana see a stranger take all the 
honors without having to go through any of the 
struggies and heartburnings that have fallen to 
the lot of the average Tammany man for the 
past few years. Register John Reilly is looked 
upon by many Tammany men as as amuch 
more likely leader than Mr. Loew. He was an 
original Cleveland man, and when Edward Kear- 
ney and his friends were skulking about the 
bushes he came out boldly in behalf of the 
President and Kearney and others were forced 
to follow in nis footsteps. There are other men, 
too, who consider themselves eligible to the po- 
sition of leader. and among them are Hugh J. 
Grant, Richard Croker, George W. Piunkitt, 
and Edward T. Wood. 

Whatever jealousies may existin the organiza- 
tion, however, all the Tammany men are agreed 
upon one point. They ail say that if Mr. Kelly 
chooses he can come home and retain his place 
as the head of the organization. It is doubttul, 
however, whether he could ever again exercise 
the despotic sway which he has been accus- 
tomed to exercise, as the Tammany men dur- 
ing his absence bave had a taste of freedom and 
know the difference between absolutism and in- 
dependence. Mr. Kelly, however, can come 
back and take his chances, but there are com- 
a, few Tammany men who: believe that 

e will care to take an absorbing interest 
in an organization whose fullest confidence 
he does not possess. Nene of the Tammany 
men are anxious for him to cutentirely aloof 
from the organization.” They hold that Mr. 
Kelly's name is worth something to the organi- 
zation, and they want to keep him at least nom- 
inally in barness. If he should prefer to sever 
his connection with Tammany the members 
would doubtiess ask him to change his decision, 
but things have come to such a pass that Mr. 
Keliy would have great difficulty in absolutely 
controlling the policy of the faction. What 
most of the Tammany men hope is that Mr. 
Kelly wil) quietly retrain trom active participa- 
tion in their councils, and should be resign the 
Chairmanship of the Committee on Organization 
they would not regret his action. 

But in the meantime who is to govern Tam- 
many Hall? This question is very pertinentiy 
asked by those who do not kno the exist- 
ence of a body in the organization which has re- 
cently become of great tmiportance. This body 
js called the Discipline Committee, but since 
John Kelly’s illness it has really been the govern- 
ing body of the organization. It consists of one 
man trom each of the 24 Assembly districts, and 
the members are all leaders in their respective 
districts. This committee meets as often as it is 
considered necessary, and each member is em- 
powered to appear either in person or by dele- 
gate. The orders have gone forth that this com- 
mittee shall hereafter take charge of ail mutters 
relating to the good of the organization, and 
there isa tacit understanding among the mem- 
bers that the decision of the majority shall be 


binding upon all of them. This committee is 
made up as follows:

CHANGES IN THE NAVY YARD. 


—_.—— 
“KINGS COUNTY DEMOCRATS DID NOT GET 
ALL THE PATRONAGE, 


Seventeen appointments were announced 
yesterday to places in the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
out of 156 applicants who were examined about 
a fortnight ago by the board of which Capt. 
Kirkland, Captain of the yard, was chief. The 
examination lasted three days, and the questions 
put to the applicants were such as would test 
fitness. I'he nature of the examination has pro- 
voked no just criticism, although there were 


only one or two cases in which applicants won 
the positions they sought. 

The appointments turnish the Kings County 
politicians with a gossip and growiing fund on 
which they bave begun already to draw freely. 
They wanted everything. The County Democ- 
racy entered the lists with them for a division of 
the spoils. The announcement. gives seven 
places to Brooklyn men, four to Kepublicans, 
three of whom are reappointed, and six to men 
backed by the County Democrary. What relu- 
tion these appointments may bear to the merits 
of the examination papers handed in to the 
board by the applicants is a matter of dispute 
among those who claimed the patronage. Some 
of the Brooklyn people think that the appoint- 
ments were made to conform to a prearranged 
division. 

The three Republicans who were reappointed 
are meritorious men, a fact; which jessens 
somewhat the chagrin of the machine place 
hunters, although it does not leave them satis- 
fied. John Anderson, who is reappointed mas- 
ter machinist, bas been continuously in the 
navy yard since early in Buchanan’s Adminis- 
tration. He has been independent in politics, 
following always his own judgment. P. How- 
att. who becomes quarterman machinist, has 
heretofore been foreman. His service in the 
navy yard dates buck to 1869. He becomes a 
quarterman now under Secretary Whitney’s gen- 
eral order reducing the number of foremen 
from two to one for each shop. He isa member 
of U.S. Grant Post, and was one of the body 
guard at Gen. Grant’s funera!. Titus E. Dodge, 
who becomes quarterman sparmaker, has been 
in the navy yard for more than 50 years. Al- 
fred G. Sweeny. appointed master shipsmith, is 
anew map, of Brooklyn. 

The appointment regarded as the most im- 
portant, controliing the widest patronage, and 
over which the hardest fight was made, is that 
of master boiler maker, which the County 
Democracy captured. John O’Rourke, the ap- 

ointee, was pitted by Hubert O. Thompson and 

is frieuds against John Dolan, the tavorite of 
Boss McLaughlin, ex-Coroner Nolan, and other 
Brooklyn headlights. Ex-Coroner Nolan takes 
his defeat to heart. Dolan had been Supervisor 
of the Fourteenth Ward of Brooklyn, and he 
was an active an efficient worker for Cleveland 
in the last campaign.

Mr. McLaughbiin is away. William A. Furey, 
Col. Thomas Carroll, and others of his lieuten- 
ents were disposed yesterday to put the best 
face possible on the matter. They take no part 
in the complaints against Mr. Thompson for 
treading on their territory, but say witb an ap- 
pearance of content that the Brookiyn De- 
mocracy has not been unfairly treated. They 
willexpect to be rewarded with the minor ap- 
pointments yet to be made. This prospect is 
the chief consolation of the small growlers in 
their organization. The Brooklyn Democrats 
get six foremen out of their seven appointees, 
ali succeedipg Republicans, in accordance with 
Secretary Whitney’s ideas of **a new force,” 
which should notfoomprise men who had been 
identified in former campaigns with navy yard 
methods. 

George Stayley, who becomes master sail- 
maker, was a «hee egg ma in the yard before the 
war. Hehasaiways beena Democrat. Joseph 
Brown, who becomes master plumber and cop- 
persmith, has been forsome time in the yard, 
having formerly worked in the navy yard at 
Washington. He is related to Police Justice 
Courtney. Thomas A. Craig, who becomes mas- 
ter painter, wasin the navy yard several years 
ago. He was at one time foreman of the Union 
Secty Company painters. James R. McGee, 
who becomes master shipwright, was employed 
in the yard in Buchanan's time. Congressman 
A. M. Bliss is credited with backing George Mc- 
Mullen for the place of master joiner. He has 
been in the yar before. 

Besides O’Rourke, James Furlong to be quar- 
terman and blockmaker, Edward Atwell to be 
quarterman rigger, Lewis Rhodes to be quar- 
terman and caulker, Charlies MoWade to be 
master molder, and Samue] W. Tompkins to be 
master boatbuilder are County Democracy men. 
The changes made have degraded two of the 
three former Republican foremen to become 
quartermen. A new Republican has won a fore- 
man’splace. The other changes displace Repub- 
licans with Democrats.

* No,” said the butcher in a moment of in- 
spiration, ** 1 have only engaged 19, and there is 
just one banner left. lf you want to carry that 
Tor $2 a day, why just start through the market 
with it.””. And the unrighteous butcher pointed 
to Mr. Taylor’s pomeree'gee d lettered sign. 

The negro accepted the terms with great 
eagerness, and started into the market with the 
sign at the northern entrance. His appearance 
produced a sensation, and he received an ova- 
tion. One dutcher conferred a caif'sheart upon 
the nogro, a fisherman made him an unsolicited 
offering of astale porgy, and another presented 
him with an eel, while the rest of the market 
showered ice and vevetabies upon him.

The company has reduced the num- 
ber of lamplighters and wants to reduce the:

RAISING A POINT ABOUT CIVIL 
SERVICE RULES. 
THE COLLECTOR INSISTING THAT HE MUST 
HAVE FOUR CANDIDATES FROM WHOM 
TO FILL ANY ONE POSITION. 

Differences of opinion between Collector 
Hedden and Surveyor Beattie on the one side 
and Chairman Comstock and Secretary Babcock, 
of the local Civil Service Examining Board, on 
the other side, have assumed a positive form. 
he trouble arises from a lack of eligible candi- 
dates for the position of assistant caugers. The 
Collector declares that the local examining 
board is bound, under the ifaw, to furnish him 
the names of four eligible candidates for each 
vacancy to be filled. In this opinion he is sus- 
tained by Surveyor Beattie. Tbe members of 
the examining board say that the Civil Service 
act authorizes them to furnish less.than four 
pames for each vacancy when there is good rea- 
son for so doing, and they insist that the fact of 
their not having four names on the eligible list 
is ‘a good reason.” 

A written reply was sent yesterday to Col- 
lector Hedden’s requisition upon the local ex- 
amining board for the names of eligible candi- 
dates for Assistant United States Gaugers. The 
Collector desired to select two men to supersede 
Charles H. Waring and Mr. Martinez, and he 
therefore asked for four names for each va- 
cancy. Secretary Babcock, of the examining 
board, wrote that the name of Adolph Lauck 
was the only one remaining on the list of per- 
sons who had passed the special examination for 
assistant gaugers. Mr. Lauck was certified as 
being eligible. 

The Collector had not replied to Mr. Babcock’s 
communication up to the close of business at 
the Custom House yesterday. He stated his in- 


tention of replying without delay, however. He 
sald that he should decline to consider the name 
of Mr. Lauck alone and should request the ex- 
amining board to bold another examination for 
assistant gaugers. Mr. Hedden insisted that he 
was disposed to observe the provisions of the 
civil service regulationsin every particular. One 
of the provisions of the regulations was that he 
should have four names to select from in the 
case of each appointment, and he felt that he 
was doing no more than his duty in requiring 
that that provision should be carried out. The 
Coilector bases his action upon section 1 of rule 
14, which is as foilows: 

** Whenever any officer haying the power of appoint- 
ment or employment shall so request, there shall be 
certitied to him, by the commission or the proper ex- 
amining board, four pames for the vacancy specified, 
to be taken from those gruded highest on the proper 
register of those in his branch of the service and re- 
muining eligible, regard being had to any right of 
preference and to the apportioument of appointments 
to States and ‘ferritories; and from the said four a se- 
lection shall be made forthe vacancy. But it a per- 
gon is on both a general and a special! register he need 
be certified from the former only, at the discretion of 
the commission, until he has remained two months 
upon the latter.” 


Chairman John M. Comstock, of the local ex- 
amining board, explained that the foregoing rule 
applied to places coming within the scope of the 
general civil service examinations. Taking up 
a copy of the regulations framed by the nation- 
al commission, Mr. Comstock pointed out that 
provision was also made for special examina- 
tions of applicants for such departmental 
service as requires technical knowledge or skill. 
Candidates for appointment as gaugers and as- 
sistant gaugers were specially examined, and 
the names of those who passed were entered in 
a@ special register. Adolph Lauck’s name was 
in the special register, and Mr. Comstock claimed 
that the following clause of the rules covered 
his case: 

“46. A Special Record of Applicants and a Special 
Register of Fligibles shall be kept for each part of the 
service or office requiring special examinations; and 
when the commission or the proper exumining board 
shal] be notitied by the appointing officer of a vackncy 
in such office certification shull be made to him of the 
names of the four persons graded highest on the Spe- 
clal Register of Kligibies forthe sume, or of a differ- 
ent number when good reasons, approved by the com- 
mission, may require.” 

“Of course the Collector has a perfect right 
to refuse to recommend Mr. Lauck for appoint- 
ment,”’ said Mr. Comstock, ** and he also has the 
right tocall tor another examination of appli- 
cants for positions as assistant gaugers. When 
we receive bis official call for a new examination 
we shall act in compliance withit. The local 
examining board do not desire to compel the 
Collector to appoint Mr. Lauck or anybody else. 
There is nothing 1n the civil service law that is 
compulsory upon the appointing power, except 
wkerein it debars him trom appointing ineligible 
persons. The point that this board desires to 
make isthat the law authorizes any appoint- 
ing officer to act upon the certificates of eli- 
gible candidates when they are less than four 
innumber. The numberof men who pass ex- 
amivations for places requiring technical knowl- 
edge ure not numerous. Suppose, for instance, 
that the Appraiser wanted two exverts in chem- 
istry. He would make a requisition on the ex- 
aman board forthem. Thechances would be 
altogether against there being more than three 
orfour names of experts in chemistry on the 
sligible list, and yet, if the position taken by 

ollector Hedden is correct, the Appraiser could 
refuse to make his selections until we should 
furnish him with four names for each vacancy. 
This point has already been passed upon and 
favorably, so far as the examining board is con- 
cerned. Neither the law nor the regulations 
asks for impossibilities. The examining board 
cannot give wbat they have not got.” 

Surveyor Beattie said that he saw no reason to 
change the views that he had already expressed. 
When asked by the Collector for his opinion he 
had replied that the examining board were 
bound to furnish the names of four eligible can- 
didates for each vacancy to the appointing offi- 
cer. Mr. Beattie thought that he understood the 
jaw and he proposed to live up to its require- 
ments.

The examinations were held yesterday by Mr. 
Comstock and Assistant Appraiser Stevens, who 
isa member of the Civil Service Board. Gen. 
Williams, Deputy Collecter, was present for a 
while, but did not take part in the examina- 
tions. There were eight candidates—five for 
promotion, two for examiners of chemicals, and 
ove for examiner of machinery and metals. 
Tae candidates for promotion were examined 
in penmanship and aritbmetic, as well as in the 
technical duties of the positions to whicn they 
aspired. For ‘special’ po-itious the candidate 
is asked a series of practical and technical ques- 
tions relating to the work he would be required 
to perform. ‘The positions ot examiners of 
chemicals and of machinery and metals come 
under the head of “*specia).”” The result of the 
examinations wil] not be known for some days.

NOT A SINGLE PLAN FILED. 


THE COMMISSION ON ELECTRICAL SUBWAYS 
TO DEVISE A SYSTEM FOR BURYING WIRES, 
The Commission on Electrical Subways, 
appointed under the Daly law to see that the 
electric wires of this city are placed under 
ground, met again in the Metropolitan Hotel 
yesterday to receive communications from the 
telegraph, telephone, and other electric wire 
companies, submitting plans for burying their 
wires. Yesterday was the last day given under 
the act for the companies to file their plans, and 
up to the time of the adjournment of the meet- 
ing not a single one had submitted a system tor 
consideration. A large number of communica- 
tions were received from inventors and compa- 
nies controlling patents for constructing a sys- 
tem of underground wires, and these were ail 
laid over for future consideration, The letter 
from Edward 8. Stokes, of the Bankers and 
Merchants’ Telegraph Company, promising to 
submit plans in the future, which was printed 
in THt TIMES on Wednesday, was presented by 
Commissioner Moss and ordered on file. A com- 
munication was aiso received trom the New- 
York Electric Lines Company submitting a plan 
foratrunk line of underground wires, to con- 
sist of four cast iron pipes running side by side, 
and intended to accommodate in one system all 
the wires of the companies doing business in 
this city. The Hussey Electric Light and Power 
Company also submitted plans and a map of the 
system on which it is working, by which por- 
tions of the wires are laid under ground and the 
rest on the face of the curb or along the angle 
formed by the curb and the pavement. None of 
these systems were considered by the commis- 
sion, but a!! were laid over for future discussion. 
Last Monday the United States Illuminating 
Company asked permission of the commission 
to erect poles and wires on Twenty-aointh-street, 
from Fourth-avenue to the East River, to take 
the plac of those which they have been obliged 
to abandon on Forty-fourth-street on account 
of the building of the extension of the Grand 
Central Station. In answer to this application 
President Loew offered a preamble and resolu- 
tion declaring that under the law the board has 
no right, except in the case of wires operated 
by a department of the Government, to 
—_ permission to deviate from an un- 
erground system, except in the suburbs 
or 1n sparsely inhabited parts of the city, where 
the public interests do not require the wires to 
be placed under ground, or where it is impracti- 
cabie in the opinion of the board to construct 
and operate electrical subways; and that there- 
fore the board will not entertain any applica- 
tions to deviate from an underground system 
that are not based upon one at least of these 
grounds of exemption. The resolution was 
passed, as was also the following, which was 





Whereas, Itis provided by chapter 499 of the Law: 
of 1885 that if within 60 days after the passage thereof 
no suitable plan is proposed to this board for placing, 
maintaining, und operating under ground the elec- 
trical wires, cables, und other conductors in use in the 
city of New-York, it is the auty of tnis board to cause 
to be devised and made r y for use such a general 
plan in the premises as will meet the requirements of 
suid act and of chapter 534 of the Lawsof 1584; and 
whereas said GO days expire this day, therefore, 

Resolved, ‘Chat every corporation, association, or 
person using or desiring to use any electrical con- 
ductors in the city of New-York do forthwith file 
with this board such map or maps and other suitable 
descriptions as will fully inform this board concerning 
the location, courses, termini space, and all other de- 
tails and requirements concerning tbe electrical con- 
ductors operated or desired to be operated by such 
corporation, association, or person in the city of New- 
York, tothe end that this board may be enabled to 
make due provision ror sxid conductors in the general 
plan and subway to be devised a; aforesaid, and which 
it has full authority to require to be used for all the 
electrical conductors aforesaid. 


Secretary Moss offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, directing that an advertisement be 
published in one or more daily papers calling on 
inventors, electricians, and all other persons 
having plans to offer to the commission to pre- 
sent them on or before Sept. 1, with specifica- 
tions briefly stating the advantages claimed for 
them, and the estimated cost per mile of con- 
structing the subways. The commission then 
adjourned until to-day, so as to give the compa- 
nies the full benefit of the law under which they 
were allowed until 12 o’clock last night to for- 
ward plans of proposed systems for the consid- 
eration of the board. At the meeting to-day it 
is expected that the permanent Office of the 
commission will be announced by Commissioner 
Hess, who has been acting as a committee of 
one to secure a proper headquarters,
